Capt. William E. Craighill, Engineer Corps, U.S.A., 
who is in charge of engineering work on the Ohio River, 
as approved a scheme of improvement for that stream 
which is of enormous importance to the commercial in- 
erests of the Mississippi Valley. This scheme contem- 
jlates the construction of a chain of dams—thirty-seven 
in number—on the Ohio extending from its headwaters at 
Pittsburg, Pa., to its junction with the Mississippi at 
‘airo, IIL, whereby a nine-foot channel will be avail- 
able for navigation throughout the entire length of the 
stream all the year round. This project, which Captain 
‘raighill says must be executed sooner or later, is de- 
signed to complete a schedule of river improvement 
which has been going ahead under harassing conditions 
or several years. Of the thirty-seven dams required 
o complete the project thirteen already have been 
uthorized by Congress, but instead of authorizing the 
ntire number in a single act and making a yearly appro- 
wriation for constructive work on the system as a whole, 
he policy has been to provide for a single dam at a time 
nd wait until it is built before starting work on an- 
ther. The result has been needless delay in construction 
nd constant political log rolling to defeat the required 
nppropriations. The estimated cost of the works neces- 
ary to give the Ohio a nine-foot channel] open for navi- 
gation throughout the year is about $30,000,000, and as 
some $6,000,000 has already been expended, it will re- 
juire only $24,000,000 to complete the system. Under 

policy of continuous construction on the entire series 
pf dams on a yearly appropriation the system could 

completed, according to Captain Craighill’s estimate, 
ertainly within ten years and perhaps within five, but 
nder the present method of building one dam and then 
waiting a year or two for an appropriation for another 
he work may not be finished in twenty years. The 
roject is so colossal and its value to the commerce of 
he Mississippi Valley is so great that an intelligent 
egard for public interests would array the’ united sup- 
wort of Congress in support of its completion at the earli- 
‘st possible day. Thanks to the skill and energy of the 
ngineer officers of the Army who have directed the work, 
he enterprise is in such shape that money is all that is 
lacking to carry it to completion. It is by all odds the 
nost important work of improvement ever undertaken 
mn our inland rivers, and in completed form it will serve 

s in enduring memorial to the engineering skill which 
les'gned and executed it. 
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A correspondent of the New York Times says that 
s . result of the Boer war Canada is rapidly becoming 
1 vation of sharpshooters. Canada sent several thou- 
anl young men to South Africa and they have profited 
rom their contact with the Boer sharpshooters. To-day 
nthusiasm prevails all over Canada on this subject. 
hs Government is encouraging the development of 
narksmanship to an extraordinary degree. Every vil- 
age in Canada sports a rifle range and every province 
s » school for sharpshooters. The annual competition 
mn the Ontario rifle range has just been finished. More 
bullseye shots were made than any other, and the ex- 
raordinary record was made of not a single shot that 
vould net have struck the vitals of a man, had the 
aivet they were shooting at been a human being. Eng- 
and, it is now claimed, can draw sharpshooters enough 
from Canada within a year to overwhelm any ordinary 
European army. They will be composed almost wholly 
f men who, when in the field, will conduct themselves 
is the Boers did. From now on the Canadian contin- 
gent will be fighting men, not as a bulk firing in pla- 
cons, but cool, careful sharpshooters, firing whenever a 
human figure is exposed, and invariably hitting the mark, 
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using guns that can be relied on at ranges of from one 
to two miles. In addition to the Lee-Metford service 
rifle, these Canadians are becoming equally expert with 
the six-shooter. The Northwest Police, a force of 2,000 
expert horsemen, are the chief reliance for fast work 
with the pistol in the event of an emergency call for 
fighting men in the Dominion. The Government is now 
furnishing these fine riders with all the ammunition 
they will shoot away in the hope of making them the 
best horseback marksmen in the world with revolvers 
or Lee-Metfords. If England should suddenly become in- 
volved with the United States, these fast riders and 
faster shooters would menace & given point in the States 
in less than a week, and they would form the nucleus 
for the other cavalry forces of Canada. 
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There was something momentarily disquieting in the 
destruction of a warship belonging to the Haytian revolu- 
tionists by a German gunboat the other day, but the 
impression which prevails in some quarters, that it 
amounted to an infraction of the Monroe ‘Doctrine 
against which the United States would have to protest, 
appears to be all moonshine. The Haytian revolutionists 
have not been recognized as belligerents by anybody, and 
in an international sense they have no military or noliti- 
cal status whatever. They established a blockade which 
their own officials admitted to be ineffectual, and their 
seizure of a German merchant ship laden with munitions 
of war amounted to little more than an act of simple 
commercial] piracy. The notion that the sinking of the 
revolutionary vessel in punishment for that high-handed 
seizure calls for any interference on the part of the 
United States is obviously based upon a mistaken inter- 
pretation of the Monroe Doctrine. To invoke the Monroe 
Doctrine for the protection of pirates against European 
nations or to debar those nations from collecting debts 
honestly due them from governments in the Western 
hemisphere would impeach and nullify the real principles 
upon which it is based. The sooner turbulent republics 
like Hayti, and those of Central and South America, are 
taught to understand that the sole purpose of the Monroe 
Doctrine is to safeguard their territorial integrity the 
better for all concerned. They must learn that it gives 
them no right to interrupt commerce, to evade the pay- 
ment of honest debts or to trample upon the rights of 
foreigners. The action of the commander of the German 
gunboat Panther in sinking the ship of the revolution- 
ists probably will help to enforce this lesson where it 
is most urgently needed. It is virtually without pre- 
cedent and it will give the Spanish-Americans an idea 
of what they may expect if Germany should get a foot 
hold in South America.

Colonel Kitson’s appointment as commandant of the 
British Military College at Sandhurst, meaning as it 
does a sweeping reform in the course of instruction at 
that institution, has been received in England with a 
degree of approval which indicates that the need of the 
proposed changes is well understood by the English pub- 
lic. The conditions which have grown up under the 
lax system in vogue at Sandhurst were suggested in 
Colonel Kitson’s testimony before the Royal Commission 
on Military Education. Colonel Kitson said that the 
course at Sandhurst should be at least two years, in- 
stead of one, as at present, but if it were continued 
at one year it should be a real year, with far less vaca- 
tion time than is given now. He remarked that the 
course was not hard work at all, adding: “The whole 
military instruction is a rest, and no one can complain 
of hard work. Good gracious! if they were kept days 
and days at it there would be no difficulty to the mind; 
it is not study in the sense that mathematical study is 
study, where you really have to use your brain to it.” 
Speaking of the instruction at West Point, where cadets 
are taught to bridle, saddle and groom their own horses, 
the colonel said: “The cadet is taught what the horse 
shall eat, and what he should not eat, subjects in which 
our officers—infantry officers—are absolutely ignorant 
on joining, and there is no attempt made at Sandhurst 
that I am aware of to teach those subjects.” It is evi- 
dent from these expressions that Sandhurst, under Colonel 
Kitson’s administration, will be transformed into some- 
thing like what a real military school should be. The 
new order of things may be a little rough on the cadets 
at first, but it will be a fine and much-needed change 
for the British military establishment. 
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As indicating the growth of popular interest in the 
subject of military training it is worth noting that the 
schocls and colleges applying to the War Department 
for the services of Army officers as instructors are more 
numerous this year than ever before. Because of the 
great number of these applications it is understood that 
the Department will hold fast to the rule of detailing no 
officer to an institution whica has fewer than one hun- 
dred students, and even then it probably will be impossi- 
ble to supply all of the applicants which meet that re- 
quirement. In making these assignments the War De- 
partment divides the colleges into two classes, one being 
those known distinctly as military schools, the other those 
which do not make a specialty of military instruction. 
It has been decided that the officers detailed to the 
second class must be taken from the active list of the 
Army, the purpose being to have tactical instruction 
given by teachers who reflect the actual condition and 
method of the Service. Hitherto it has been the general 
rule to detail officers from the active list to none but 
what are known as military schools, but the new ar- 
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rangement has been adopted with a view to providing mili- 
tary training at those institutions where the material is 
crudest and most urgently in need of sound primary treat- 
ment. The influence of military instruction by Army 
officers at our schools and colleges is altogether whole- 
some, and the best proof of the helpfulness of their work 
. to be found in the increasing demand for their ser- 
vices.

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In view of the increasing likelihood of aggressive mili- 
tary operations against the irreconcilable Moros in the 
Island of Mindanao, it is well to keep in mind that since 
the capture of the Bayan fort last May by the 27th U.S. 
Infantry, Colonel—now Brigadier General—Frank D. 
Baldwin, U.S.A., commanding, the American troops in 
that island have been treacherously attacked on twelve 
different occasions without being permitted to do any- 
thing more than repel their assailants. In the meantime, 
acting under instructions from Washington, our military 
representatives in Mindanao have made incessant efforts 
to conciliate the Moros, to win them into submission to 
American authority and induce them to surrender the 
known murderers of four United States soldiers. These 
friendly overtures have been contemptuously spurned by 
the hostiles, who have shown their hatred by committing 
other murders and lesser crimes against the American 
troops. While this parleying has been going on, the 
Moros have been strengthening their defenses, increasing 
their supplies and making ready for a determined resist- 
ance to the American forces. And now that a clash 
seems inevitable it is a matter of the keenest regret that 
Baldwin’s splendid victory at Bayan in May was not 
followed up with a prompt and vigorous movement capa- 
ble of settling the whole controversy then and there. 
That this course was not adopted was due:wholly to 
orders from Washington. Because of the resulting delay 
the final task seems likely to be far more difficult and 
costly than it would have been if responsible military 
commanders on the ground had been allowed to use their 
own judgment five months ago. 
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One of the most striking evidences of the efficiency of 
the Medical Department of the Army in the Philippines 
appears in the record of its work in treating dysentery. 
As in other wars, this disease has been a grave peril in 
the Philippines, where it has caused many deaths and 
hundreds of cases of total disability among the American 
troops. Yet in spite of climatic and other conditions 
which render the disease exceptionally virulent and 
deadly, the Medical Department has almost completely 
eradicated it. This extraordinary result has been accom- 
plished through the vigilant enforcement of sanitary 
measures requiring that all drinking water shall be 
boiled, that men shall wash their hands before handling 
articles of food and that the utmost care shall be taken 
to prevent the infection of towels and table linen. Be- 
cause of this wise precautionary policy, dysentery has 
almost disappeared from the Army stations in the archi- 
pelago, and results almost as marked have been accom- 
plished in treating typhoid fever. The record is one 
which has never been surpassed by the medical authori- 
ties of an army of white men in a tropical campaign. 
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Advices from Manila bring the distressing intimation 
that Don Emilio Aguinaldo is half disposed to repudiate 
his hysterical “anti-imperialist” sympathigers in the 
United States and agree that the introduction of Ameri- 
can authority in the archipelago was the best thing that 
ever happened to the Filipino people. He expresses the 
fullest confidence in the friendly purposes of the United 
States, is profoundly impressed with the commercial and 
educational development now in progress in the islands 
and admits that the Filipinos are better off than they 
would be if left without American protection, This 
change of attitude on the part of the former insurgent 
leader is amply warranted by the results of American 
control, and it shows that he possesses a fair measure of 
hard common sense, but it probably will be regarded 
by his sentimental supporters in the United States as 
an act of betrayal and ingratitude. That he should ac- 
cept and be thankful for the protection of a Government 
which they have persistently denounced as oppressive and 
cruel in its treatment of the Filipinos is more than they 
can bear without squirming. They should try Aguinaldo 
for treason and make the punishment fit the crime, even 
though it be the “water cure” or boiling oil. 
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The Secretary of War in his annual renort to the 
President, dated Nov. 27, 1901, says: “The provisions 
of section 38 of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, prohibiting 
the sale of or dealing in beer, wine, or any intoxicating 
liquors by any person in any post exchange, or canteen, 
or Army transport, or upon any premises used for mili- 
tary purposes by the United States, have been carried 
into full force and effect, pursuant to the directions of 
the statute. When the orders were issued for the ex- 
forcement of this section of the law, the commanding 
officers of the various posts and military organizations 
were directed to report upon its effects. A great body 
of reports has been received, which indicates that the 
effect of the law is unfortunate. I think, however, that 
a sufficient time has not elapsed to give the law a fair 
trial, and the observation and report of its working will 
be continued during the ensuing year.” The several 
department commanders are now receiving reports on 
this subject from post commanders for tabulation and 
reference to the Secretary. 
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An illustration of the vigilance with which the moral 
and material interests of the inhabitants of our island 
territories are guarded by officers of the Army and Navy 
assigned to that.duty appears in a case just decided by 
the Navy Department. When the Samoan Islands were 
withdrawn from the joint control of the United States, 
Great Britain and Germany and divided between the 
United States and Germany the Island of Tutuila, which 
became the territory of the United States, was placed un- 
der the supervision of the Navy. The present Governor 
of Tutuila is Capt. Uriel Sebree, U.S.N., whose admin- 
istration, while entirely satisfactory to the natives, has 
not been so to Mr. Blacklock, U.S. Vice-Consul and f'iscal 
Agent in the island. One thing to which Mr. Black- 
lock has objected particularly is an order from Gov- 
ernor Sebree prohibiting the sale of wines and liquors in 
the island. This order, in Mr. Blacklock’s estimation, is 
likely to injure business, and therefore, as noted in the 
ARMY AND Navy Journat of July 12, he complained to 
the Navy Department that its revocation was “a crying 
need.” The Navy Department, however, after carefully 
considering the facts of the case, has rejected Mr. Black- 
lock’s appeal and approved the action of the naval Gov- 
ernor. As indicating that possibly Mr. Blacklock’s zea' 
in behalf of liquor selling in the island was not wholly 
unselfish, it is stated that he is the owner of a hotel i: 
Tutuila in which the traffic was carried on until Gov- 
ernor Sebree’s order suppressed it. The contention of Mr. 
Blacklock, that the sale of liquor would not corrupt the 
morals of the natives, not only has nothing to do witl 
the ease, but we believe it to be unsound in fact. The 
Samoans are an impressionable and yielding race, and 
the introduction among them of the drink habit inevitably 
would prove detrimental both to their physical and intel 
lectual welfare. At all events, Governor Sebree’s atti- 
tude is the discreet and safe one, and is in strict accord 
with good morals and good policy. 

The defense of coasts, both for economy and efficiency, 
must be based on sound strategical and tactical principles, 
principles which are ably set forth in the volume on 
“The Tactics of Coast Defense,” by Major John P. Wis- 
ser, Art. Corps, U.S.A., published by Hudson-Kimberly, 
Kansas City, Mo. The necessity for such a work is 
apparent, as until its apearance there were but two pub- 
lished books relating to coast defense available for read- 
ers of English, neither one: entirely suited to present 
needs in this To the development of his 
subject Major much study, since 
he took up the tactics of coast defense some five 
under an order from Col. Royal T. 
Frank, then commandant of the Artillery School 
at Fort Monroe, Va., directing him to prepare to 
take charge of the department of instruction in that 
branch. The present work is the outcome of this special 
study, and more immediately of the lectures on the sub- 
ject delivered by its author to the Naval War College in 
1901, and later to the students of Cornell University. 
The author expressed his obligations for the basis of 
his work to Colonel Mielichhofer, an Austrian officer, 
who has published a series of pamphlets and separate 
articles devoted to this special field. Notwithstanding 
the time devoted to the study of his subject, the equip- 
ment he was furnished with on approaching it, and the 
excellent opportunities afforded him for his work, Major 
Wisser prefers that his volume should be regarded as 
but a pioneer effort in its field. It is, however, a thorough 
exposition of the tactics of coast defense, and that its 
author is too modest in his estimate of the scope of his 
volume a study of it will disclose. 
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Considering the poor prices obtained for those of the 
Army transport ships which have been disposed of at 
public sale, the request of the Navy Department that the 
transports Hancock, Lawton, Grant and Relief be turned 
over to the Navy instead of being sold to private buyers 
would seem to deserve a favorable response. The vessels 
named are no longer needed by the Army. In fact, they 
were recently offered for sale, but the bids received for 
them were entirely too low and were declined for that 
reason. The Navy, on the other hand, is in need of ad- 
ditional vessels to serve as receiving ships and this need 
is bound to increase with the necessary enlargement of 
the enlisted Service. With these transport vessels at its 
disposal, the Navy Department could convert two of them 
into receiving ships to take the places of the cruisers 
Columbia and Minneapolis, both of which are now used 
for that purpose, and thus release those larger craft for 
other requirements of the Service. Not only as a matter 
of economy, but as a means of supplying the need of the 
naval establishment which is becoming more urgent with 
the increase in recruiting for the enlisted Service, the 
proposed transfer of the Army transports to the Navy 
would appear to be based on solid grounds ef sound 
public policy.

A preliminary trial was given the new coast-de- 
fense monitor Wyoming, built by the Union Iron Works, 
San Francisco, on the bay on Aug. 30. Although her 
bottom was exceedingly foul, from having been in the 
water without docking ever since she was launched, 
nearly two years ago, a speed of ten knots was reached 
for a time, the average speed for the runs over the meas- 
ured mile being 9.7 knots. The vessel is designed for 
only 11.5 knots. Overything ran smoothly and there 
were no mishaps. The monitor returned to the Union 
Iron Works about 4 P.M., and was moored again at her 
former berth. The run was made under the supervision 
of General Manager George W. Dickie, of the Union Iron 
Works. Naval Constructor John G. Tawresy, Asst. 
Naval Constructor L. S. Adams, and Comdr. H. N. Ste- 
venson, all of the Navy, represented the Government. 
The Wyoming is one of four single-turret monitors being 
built for the American Navy, the others being the Ar- 
kansas, the Nevada and the Florida. The quartet are 
sister ships of 3,124 tons displacement, with steel hulls, 
protected by steel armor of a maximum thickness of 
eleven inches, and armed with two 12-inch breech-loading 
rifles, four 4-inch, three 6-pounder and six 1-pounder 
rapid-fire guns. 
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A correspondent writing from the U.S.S. Ranger, 
Panama, Colombia, Sept. 1, 1902, describes what was 
perhaps the first enlisted men’s dinner party ever known 
on board an American man-of-war. It took place on the 
Ranger in Panama on Aug. 29, and was given in honor 
of ‘the crew of H.M.S. Phaeton. One hundred and thirty 
of the Phaeton’s men and twelve merchant sailors were 
guests. , There were hand-painted invitations and pro- 
grams, the tables were prettily decorated with bunting 
and electric lights and were simply loaded down with 
good things to eat—salads, pates, whole boned turkevs. 
fruit, cakes, ete. Delicacies from the harness cask and 
the bread locker were strictly prohibited. After dinner 
came cigars and reminiscences. Both were present in 
abundance. The campaigns in Samoa and China were 
fought over and over again; and at eight o’clock sharp 
the concert began. An elaborate program of songs, min- 
strels, tableaux, sketches and recitations had been pre- 
pared and was well rendered. The entertainment closed 
at midnight and hands were piped down amid loud cheers 
from the departing well-pleased guests.

Because of the need of additional cavalry in the Phil- 
ippines, an experiment has been’ instituted whereby in- 
fantrymen who meet certain requirements may be trans- 
ferred to the Cavalry arm.

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The United States Fish Commission steamer Albatross 
left Honolulu for San Francisco Tuesday, Aug. 19.

tross has had a long stay in Hawaiian waters, and the 
officers and men aboard of her were very anxious to re- 
turn to the mainland. Her work for the Fish Commis- 


sion in Hawaiian water has yielded yery good results 
and she carries back a great deal of useful information 
and many cases and jars of specimens of sea life about 
the islands. 
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The War Department has published in two large vol- 
umes the report of Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., as 
Military Governor of Cuba, for the fiscal year 1901. 
The substance of this work has already been made public, 
but these volumes present for the first time a mass of 
details from the reports submitted to Governor Wood by 
other officers, covering all the transactions of the mili- 
tary administration of the island. One interesting feat- 
ure of the report consists of large, half-tone photographic 
portraits of General Wood and his aide, Lieut. Frank 
R. McCoy; Major. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, Lieut. Col, 
Hugh L. Scott, Major James B. Hickey and Lieut. Mat- 
thew FE. Hanna, all of the Army, and several native 
officials who were, at various periods, associated with 
the United States military authorities in Cuba. 
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Following the arrival of the U.S.A. transport Buford 
at San Francisco on Sept. 4, there comes a highly colored 
story of reckless gambling among the 1,200 soldiers on 
board during the voyage from Manila. According to 
this report, a group of six card sharps, who obtained 
passage on the vessel as casuals, fleeced the soldiers out 
of enormous sums of money, the total being estimated as 
high as $10,000, and many of their victims are said to 
have landed in San Francisco without a cent in their 
pockets, although most of them had received two months’ 
pay before leaving Manila. It is alleged that profes- 
sional gamblers make a business of plying on the Army 
transports to prey upon soldiers passing between San 
Francisco and Manila, and that their victims have lost 
large amounts of money. While the story as to gam- 
bling on the Buford during her recent voyage probably is 
exaggerated, it suggests the advisability of more vigorous 
measures for the prevention of such practices on all 
vessels of the transport system. 
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Major Cornelius Gardener, 13th U.S. Inf., who arrived 
at San Francisco on the transport Buford, is quoted as 
saying to a San Francisco interviewer: “I made my 
report as I saw things, and as I saw them to be there, 
as a matter of duty and conscience, and for the informa- 
tion of Governor Taft and the Secretary of War. I con- 
sidered the report to be in the nature of a confidential 
communication and not for publication. I believe civil 
government to be a succcess in the islands, and I believe 
the work done by the Philippine Commission in making 
laws suitable to conditions and in organizing provincial 
government will stand as a monument to an honest and 
able administration. The better classes of the natives, 
the educated classes, appreciate the difficulties and ap- 
prove the efforts made by the commission.” Major Gar- 
dener stated that he had received no intimation that he 
would be summoned to Washington to explain his report 
to the War Department. 
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Inasmuch as it is not the policy of the Navy Depart- 
ment to make public the location of all its proposed 
coaling stations, there is room for speculation in the 
announcement that an excellent site for such a station 
has been found on Adakh Island, one of the western- 
most members of the Aleutian group, lying in Behring 
Sea, where its waters mingle with those of the Pacific 
Ocean. The need for a naval coaling station in that re- 
mote region may not be very urgent just now, but, ir 
view of the tremendous expansion of naval and commer 
cial influence on the Pacffic, the time might come when 
it would be an outpost of almost incalculable advantage. 
Adakh Island has a good harbor, a climate that is re 
markably mild considering its latitude, and other char- 
acteristics that would facilitate its use as a naval base.

Major Edwin F. Glenn, 5th U.S. Inf., who was re- 
cently convicted by a court-martial at Manila of ad- 
ministering the “water cure” to inhabitants of Samar 
and sentenced to pay a fine of $50 and be suspended for 
one month, has been restored to duty with his command 
at Bayombong, Island of Luzon. Inasmuch as the chief 
physical effect of the treatment ordered by Major Glenn 
was to cure several of its victims of certain types of 
fever and other disease, it apnears that the penalties 
imposed upon him were simply the price he had to pay 
for the proud privilege of teaching the meek and lowly 
Filipinos an elementary lesson in the saving science of 
hygiene.

One of the useful but unexpected and somewhat dis- 
quieting achievements of the Navy in the recent joint 
maneuvers was the discovery, through the mishap to the 
U.S.S. Brooklyn, of an unchartered obstruction in Buz- 
zard’s Bay off Clark’s Point. A full account of the 
accident is given in the report of Admiral Coghlan, which 
appears elsewhere. It is a fortunate thing that an ob- 
struction to navigation should have been discovered even 
in this unexpected manner, instead of under conditions 
that might have made the consequences far more serious.

After four years of diplomatic correspondence between 
the United States and Mexican Governments, the liti 
gation involving the international bridges at Laredo and 
Eagle Pass has been settled by giving the bondholders 
complete possession of the two structures, a special per- 
mit having been granted by President Diaz for Americans 
to own the part of the property in Mexico. 
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Secretary Moody has returned to Washington after 
his period of vacation and entered once more upon his 
work of making radical changes in the duties of officers 
of the Navy, relieving those on shore duty and sending 
them to sea. One of the new schemes of the Secretary 
is to reduce the number of line officers on duty at the 
Naval Academy as ‘instructors and substitute civilian 
instructors in their places. This will require the consent 
of Congress to secure an appropriation for the pay of 
the civilian teachers. As we understand the matter, the 
Secretary will only employ civilians to teach in those 
branches which do not necessarily require a knowledg2 
of nautical matters, but the change will be none the less 
unfortunate, and its application should be carefully 
limited, as it no doubt will be. Congress should provide 
a remedy, not by enlarging the influence of civilian in- 
structors, but by increasing the personnel of the Navy. 
The necessity for this is shown by another article which 
appear in’ this number. The purpose in employing Navy 
officers at the Academy is not merely to give technical 
instruction. It is to keep the midshipmen in constant 
touch with the spirit and traditions of the Service, and 
to make them something more than civilians with a 
knowledge of naval matters. The heads of the 
departments of physics and chemistry, mathematics, 
physiology and hygiene are now civilians, and the em- 
ployment of civilian instructors should not proceed much, 
if any, beyond this. Matters which are of essential 
importance from the point of view of an instructed and 
experienced naval officer are of trifling importance to the 
civilian, and just so far as civilian ideas are introduced 
into a military Service it results in a confusion of ideas, 
if not a relaxation of the rigor of military discipline, the 
importance of which no civilian can ever be made to 
fully appreciate. The soldier and sailor are artificial 
products, and they are not to be created by the ordinary 
methods of academic instruction. 
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One of the principal needs of the Navy at the present 
time, according to naval officers of prominence, among 
whom is Rear Admiral Higginson, is a satisfactory sys- 
tem of wireless telegraphy. ‘The maneuvers established 
the fact that it is nearly imperative that all vessels of the 
Navy should be equipped with the necessary apparatus 
for the sending and receiving of wireless messages. Rear 
Admiral Bradford, Chief of the Bureau of Bquipment 
of the Navy Department, does not believe that a satisfac- 
tory system has yet been obtained, but that it will be 
necessary to make further experiments before the Navy 
as a whole should be equipped with wireless telegraph 
instraments. Recently the gunboat Topeka was ordered 
to report to the board of officers which has charge of the 
experiments in wireless telegraphy, it being the intention 
of the Department to equip her with wireless telegraph 
apparatus and send her out in Chesapeake Bay for the 
purpose of exchanging messages with the station estab- 
lished at Annapolis. The Topeka, however, was not con- 
sidered suitable and the Prairie has been substituted. 
Later it is the intention to equip one of the larger ves- 
sels of the North Atlantic Squadron with the system 
which proves to be the most suitable and to send her to 
sea for the purpose of exchanging messages with the Prai- 
rie. Eventually it is believed that a system suitable in 
every respect to the needs of the Navy will be obtained. 
During the joint maneuvers the movements of the fleet 
vere dogged by a Signal Service steamer which conveyed 
messages to Army headquarters,over a distance of twenty- 
six miles. The Navy objected to this, holding that the 
small eraft of the Army neutralized by Art. 45 of the 
maneuver rules could not properly be used for the purpose 
of securing information for a belligerent. 

We publish elsewhere in this number of the Army 
AND Navy JoupNaL an exceedingly interesting article on 
certain lessons of the Boer war, specially prepared for 
these columns by Joubert Reitz, late of the Boer 
army, and son of the former Secretary of State of the 
Transvaal Republic. This officer, as our readers will 
perceive, has beer a keen observer of conditions in the 
field, and his views, reflecting an active service of 
nearly two years, will command widespread attention. 
He makes a striking comparison of the various types 
of small arms used in the war, and approves of the 
proposition to discard the Lee-Metford used by the 
the British. His criticism upon the artillery equipment 
and service of the British army is particularly striking, 
and his discussion as to the relative merits of the 
several leading types of field guns will enlist the serious 
interest of artillery experts. He indulges in some good- 
natured chaffing at the inefficiency of the British artil- 
lery service, has nothing but praise for the British 
soldier whom ‘he frankly recognizes as a brave man and 
a good fighter, and who, with proper equipment, would 
be a dangerous foe even to tue great armies of Germany 
and Russia. This whole article is lucid, pertinent and 
good-tempered, and is full of information as to the 
artillery service in a war in which that branch of 
military science played the foremost part. 
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Remarking. - ,President’s review of the 7th U.S. 
Cavalr$ at nga? Park the’ other day, the New 
York Sun observes with.regret that it was not until a 
trooper ‘in ‘the rear rank called for it that the regi- 
mental band played “Garry Owen,” the rollicking Irish 
air which, for a third of a century, has belonged to the 
7th, so far as our Army is concerned. From the hour

The Sun declares that “Garry Owen” should 
have been played while the regiment passed in review 
before the President, that it should be played on all 
ceremonial occasions when other music is not required 
by regulations, and the Secretary of War might 
properly encourage the selection by each regimental 
commanding officer of music which in time would be- 
come a part of the history of his organization, and 
would be played as a matter of course on parade, with- 
out having to be called for by a rear-rank trooper.

Brig. Gen. George M. Sternberg, Surgeon General, 
U.S.A., retired, in an article in the North American Re- 
view entitled “Sanitary Problems Connected With the 
Construction of Isthmian Canal,” forcibly emphasizes 
the importance of providing adequate safeguards for the 
health of the large body of-men who will be engaged in 
the execution of that project. He observes that, inas- 
much as great engineering enterprises depend largely 
upon the employment of skilled labor, the preservation 
of the health of those laborers is an economic question 
of prime importance, and that, consequently, the work 
should be conducted under the protection of a well- 
organized sanitary service, under the control of a compe- 
tent medical director with ample authority to enforce his 
decrees. General Sternberg’s views on this matter are 
in line with those of other medical scientists who have 
studied the canal project, and they are of large practical 
value because of the splendid work accomplished by the 
Medical Department of the Army, under his direction, 
in Cuba and the Philippines. President Roosevelt has 
carefully considered this matter and, as we have stated 
heretofore, it is understood to be his purpose to establish 
a military zone under the command of General Wood. 
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There are still sixteen vacancies in the Ordnance 
Corps and it is obvious that the law providing for de- 
tails to the corps will have to be amended by the next 
Congress. There is no possible inducement for a young 
officer to sit up nights preparing himself for examina- 
tion for detail to the Ordnance Corps. If he passes 
the examination he gains nothing and he runs the risk 
of suffering the mortification of failure. General Cro- 
zier thinks that officers detailed to his corps should be 
given an advance of one grade and that the time of 
service with the line hetween details should be one year, 
all ordnance officers being renuired to serve this propor- 
tion of time in the line. If a detailed officer shows an 
aptitude for ordnance work he can be frequently detailed ; 
if not, he can be left in the line.

It is obvious that the conning towers on ships and the 
fire-contro] stations in the forts will not be healthy places 
of residence during an active exchange of projectiles in 
the event of real war. In the Bellisle experiments a 
380-pound shell from a 92-inch gun, fired at the conning 
tower, tore up the deck for several yards and twisted the 
bridge just above it into a fantastic wreck. It would 
require but one well-planted shell from a warship to 
mix things up very badly in a fire-contro] station. The 
general result of the Bellisle experiments has been in 
favor of the gun as against the ship. Its development 
advances faster than that of the armor.

The Secretary of the Navy this week received the 
resignation of Assistant Naval Constructor Daniel H.

THE WEAPONS USED IN THE LATE WAR IN 
SOUTH AFRIOA. 


Contributed to the ARMy AND Navy Jovurnat by 
Joubert Reitz, late of the Boer Army. 


Many and many an article has been written dis- 
cussing the advantages and disadvantages of topo- 
graphy and transport enjoyed and encountered by the 
two contending parties in the late war in South Africa, 
but never yet have the merits or demerits of the dif- 
ferent armaments used in that war been discussed. 
This I consider the most important part, as the war has 
taught many lessons with regard to modern arma- 
ments, and would have been a liberal education to any 
foreign officer who could have been present to watch 
the operations. Tactics, of course, are also a most 
important point in warfare, but an army which is 
armed with the latest and best weapons can make its 
strategical movements more effective than when it is 
using a weapon inferior to those of the enemy. 

The first discovery made in the war was that side- 
arms are, to all intents and purposes, useless. In days 
of long ago, when armies charged at one another in 
close order, the sabre and the bayonet were of the 
greatest value, but nowadays, on account of the long 
range in the firearms and the difference in tactics, 
these weapons only become an impediment. It is true 
that occasionally one has an opportunity to use them, 
but these opportunities occur so seldom that it is 
waste of energy (since the soldier must not carry aa 
ounce of unnecessary weight) to carry them. In all 
my experience of tweuty months active service I only 
once had the opportunity to use a bayonet or sabre, 
but the lack of these weapons did not inconvenience 
us in the least, as we found that the Mauser carbine 
was more effective and the fire so rapid that even a 
revolver was unnecessary. Even the British on this 
occasion, although they carried bayonets, preferred to 
use the rifle, and one soldier, although his bayonet was 
fixed, used his rifle as a club on one of the Boers. The 
Boer artilleryman and mounted police wore swords be- 
fore the war, but the moment they had to go into active 
sevice they discarded them and took to the carbine, and 
even the British discarded them after the first few bat- 
tles of the war. The British also discarded the lance, 
which is a useless and cumbersome weapon. Only on 
one occasion (at Elandslaagte, where they enjoyed 
“ten minutes’ pigsticking,”) did they use it, and even 
then they did very little execution. 

The best and only small arm which should be carried 
by the modern soldier is the magazine rifle. The Te- 
volver is also a good weapon for cavalry, but I think 
very much the same of it as did the German officer, 
who said that the best way to use it was to throw it at 
the first enemy you met, for then you might hurt him 
and you rid yourself of an impediment at the same time. 
The Mauser automatic pistol is a very good weapon, 
firing ten rounds in succession, but on account of the 
smallness of its caliber it does not do much damage. 
Cases have beeen known where a man had received five 
and six bullets through his limbs and body and still 
continued fighting. The Mauser revolver would be a 
very good weapon if one used expansive bullets. 

There were three varieties of the magazine rifle used 
in the recent war, namely, the Mauser, the Krag- 
Jorgensen and the Lee-Metford. This last is the Brit- 
ish army rifle, and before the war they boasted that 
they had the best small arm in the world. They ‘have 
however, since discovered that there are at least two 
which are better and which are superior to the Lee- 
Metford in every point. The Boers used the Mauser, 
but many of the foreigners used the Krag-Jorgensen, 
and many were the disputes as to which were superior. 
For my own part, I prefer the Mauser on account of 
the simplicity of its mechanism and the rapidity of its 
fire. Those who used the Krag-Jorgensen profess that 
they can fire more rapidly with it than with the 
Mauser, but, although I have never seen it tested, I 
do not believe that it can be done, because the Mauser 
can be loaded faster than the Krag-Jorgensen, and it 
will therefore fire more rounds per minute than the 
other. With the Mauser one would never waste either 
time or ammunition, as the cartridges are arranged in 
clips which hold five rounds each, and it therefore takes 
no more time to load five than it does to load one, and 
one never takes more cartridges out of the belt than 
is necessary. With the Krag-Jorgensen it is different. 
The cartridges must be carried loose, and then one 
must either count the rounds first and waste time, or 
just grab a handful, when one is apt to take too many, 
and then time is wasted putting them back into the 
belt or the cartridges must be dropped and lost. 

The Krag-Jorgensen, besides being slightly lighter, 
has a longer range than the Mauser, but this is of no 
importance as a man is hardly discernable at a dis- 
tance of fifteen hundred yards and to fire at a longer 
range were waste of ammunition. A great advantage 
of the Mauser over the other two is that its ammuni- 
tion is carried in belts over the shoulders, which is 
easier than the old-fashioned cartouch bag, from which 
ammunition is also very apt to get lost. 

Concerning the Lee-Metford, I think it is a rifle 
which should be, and soon will be, condemned by the 
British army. It is, I believe, the first magazine rifle 
invented, and must therefore necessarily be inferior to 
later inventions which have been adopted by two such 
armies as those of the United States and the German 
Empire. The breech-block of the Lee-Metford is con- 
structed in such a way as to make it difficult for the 
soldier to take it to pieces for cleaning purposes should 
it clog. This is a most important point, as a rifle 
which is clogged is for the time being useless, and if 
ix cannot be cleaned in a few minutes, is of no value 
to the soldier in an emergency. The magazine 
nine rounds, but should it be empty, the rifle can be 
fired no quicker than the old-fash Martini- » 
as the loading of the Lee-Metford magazine is a tedious 
affair and the cartridges only go in one at a time. 

There is, however, one great mistake about modern 
rifles, which is, that, on account of their very rapid 
fire, a man in a fight is very apt to waste his ammu- 
nition as he very often fires without taking steady aim, 
thus wasting ninety-nine out of a hu bullets. 
It pays far better to fire less rapidly and aim well 
than to blaze away and do no execution. 

Now we come to what I consider the principe weapon 
of modern warfare, namely, artillery. king 
weapons has played the most important part in 
war in South Africa, and I think it will do so a 
in any war that might occur in the future. 
once said that the man who could suddenl A 
masked battery into action, would win the 
the truth of this has proved at 
General Sir Redvers Buller knew tha 
lined with Boers, but since, (in accordance 
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order given by Louis Botha) he could draw no response 
to his artillery bombardment the day before the battle, 
he did not know the number or the positions of the Boer 
guns. Consequently when the Boers opened fire the 
next day upon the advancing infantry with two six 
inch siege guns and three batteries composed of Kru 
howitzers, Creusots and Bom-Maxims, the Bri 
troops, who expected to meet hardly any resistance, 
were so demoralized that they made a most disorderly 
and precipatale retreat. I have often wondered, and it 
has surprised many besides myself, how it was that the 
British army, supposed to be one of the best in the 
world, was so badly off in the matter of arms. 

In the beginning of the war their armament con- 
sisted of howitzers, Armstrongs and naval 4.7 guns, 
besides hand Maxims. At Nicholson Nek they even 
used muzzleloading mountain pieces. Of these the 
howitzer is the best. It has a trajectory of nearly 
forty-five degrees, at 400 yds. which causes the pellets 
and pieces of shelicase to fly down perpendicularly, in 
which case taking cover is useless. The British how- 
itzer fired a 45-pound shell and has a range of 4500 
yards, and is, I think the best gun they had in the field. 

The Armstrong is a very old pattern gun, and does 
not use a cartridge, which makes its operation very 
slow, besides having a range of only 4500 yards. In 
a four foot trench one is always safe from this gun, 
but from a howitzer one is never safe. It will rea: 
you anywhere except under a ledge or a bombproof 
overhead shelter. ‘ 

Before the war a great many reports were circu- 
lated in South African papers concerning the effective- 
ness of Lyddite. We were told that the British had a 
gun which fired a shell loaded with the new and terrible 
explosive called Lyddite which would kill any living 
thing within four hundred yards of the point of ex- 
plosion. It appears, however, that it_is no more dang- 
erous than ordinary black powder. We were also told 
that the fumes and gas arising from the explosion 
would poison anyone that came within its reach, but 
thie is not so, although it has a slight stupefying effect 
which is not at all dangerous, and may be prevented 
by sprinkling vinegar about the trench or on the clo- 
thing. The lyddite gas, however, dyes everything it 
comes in contact with, and it is not an uncommon 
thing to see men come from the trenches with their 
skins, hair and clothing colored yellow, green or purple. 

The lyddite shell, notwithstanding its tremendous ex- 
plosive power, seldom does any real damage on account 
of the construction of the shell. It is made of only a 
strong steel case, with no pellets in it. Could it be con- 
structed on the same principle as the shell of the Krupp 
gun, which separates into regular triangular pieces of 
iron about the size of a marble and then filled with pel- 
lets, it would be a most dangerous implement. ut 
this cannot be done, because the shell must be strong 
so as to give greater resistance. The greater the re- 
sistance the greaater the force of the explosion. There- 
fore, if the strength of the case were lessened the ex- 
plosion would not be so strong, and then one might as 
well use plack powder. ; 

It may be, and I am sure it is, an excellent on 
for bombarding forts and other work of that kind, but 
as a field piece it is useless, and has no more effect than 
the antiquated Armstrong. It is also a very cumber- 
some piece, as it needs either a traction engine or a 
span of thirty-six oxen to drag it. Its effectiveness can 
be seen from the fact that the British used it to bom- 
bard the positions of Colenso from the 16th of Decem- 
ber, 1899, till the 26th of February, 1900, and never 
even hit a mule during all that time. 

It was only after the occupation of Bloemfontein that 
the British used the Bom-Maxim, which is curious, as 
they consider it a very good gun, which it certainly is. 
Besides, it is manufactured in England by the Vickers- 
Maxim Company, which makes it almost incomprehens- 
ible that they should not have had them at the outset 
of the war. The pom-pom, as the Bom-Maxim is com- 
monly called, is the most devilish invention of the times, 
rot on account of the damage it does, but its moral ef- 
fect is tremendous. It fires twenty-five one-pound 
shells in about thirty seconds, which scatter over an 
area of about a hundred yards square, and the shrill 
whistling of the shells and the noise of the explosions 
following so rapidly upon one another has a more de- 
moralizing effect than the fire from a battery of larger 
guns. The first time was under fire from these 
screeching little shells, although I had splendid cover, 
I had great difficulty to restrain a tendency to take to 
my heels and run for all I was worth. Nevertheless, 
these guns, like all other Maxims, rarely do any real 
damage, as they seldom have the chance to fire into a 
company of men in close order. If they could do this 
the slaughter would be terrible, but, thank goodness, 
the chance seldom occurs, 

The guns used principaliy by the Boers, besides the 
six-inch Creusot siege gun, which fire a_ ninety-six- 
pound shell loaded with mylanite—a good siege gun, 
but too cumbersome to be used as a field piece—were 
the howitzer. Krupp and the Crensot seven-centimeter 
field piece. This is the first time the Creusot has been 
used in war, and, on account of the experience gained 
thereby, the company which makes it will be able to 
place upon the market the best gun in the world for 
field work. It is light and the barre] lies very low in 
the carriage, in fact, the axle is constructed in such a 
way as to pass over and under the barrel. It is fitted 
with glycerine buffers to lessen the recoil, and the sights 
are nearly eighteen inches to the right of the barrel, 
which allows for the deviation of the shell caused by 
its rotation, which is very necessary with a long-range 
gun. The Creusot has a range of eight thousand me- 
ters (ahout 8,500 vards). the longest range ye. attained 
by so light and small calibered a gun. 

Although an excellent gun, it has its faults, but they 
are not many. In the first place, the spring in the 
breach which operates the nipple is very fragile and apt 
to snap at any moment; and in the second place, the 
shell has not so great an effect as the Krupp. Could 
these little defects be righted. as of course they can he, 
the on Creusot would be the best gun in the 
world. 

Althongh the Krupp has a range of only 6,500 yards 
many of our officers prefer it to the Creusot because the 
shell is more effective, but could the changes I mentioned 
be made in the latter, there would be no better gun than 
the Crensot for field work. 

But yet the greatest advantage of the Creusot and 
the Krupp over the Armstrong is the fact that thev 
use cartridges and the latter is loaded in the old- 
fashioned way—shell first and then the powder in a hag, 
and a cap. I have often heard one of our artillery 
officers say that he could fire a shot with a Krupp or 
Crensot and have the second and the third following it 
in the air before the first struck, a feat that would be 
impossible with a gun that loads like the Armstrong. 

In many of the great battles of the war the British 
guns far outnumbered those of the Boers, but still they 
were able to hold their own because they could throw 
a projectile twice as far as those of the British, and 
because, on account of the superior quality of the Boer 


guus, they could fire three shots to every one of the 
British guns. At Modderspruit the British had three 
batteries of Armstrongs and the Boers had four Creu- 
sots and two Krupps, but after a battle of seven hours 
the British had to retire into Ladysmith. 

if the British take advantage of the lessons they 
learnt in this war, and I am afraid they are the only 
ones who will do so, they can in five years time put an 
army in the field that will be able to fight almost any 
army in the world, for, notwithstanding all that has 
been said about him, the British soldier is a brave man 
and a good fighter, and, were he armed with the latest 
and best arms, would be a dangerous foe to even the 
mighty armies of Germany and Russia. It is a great 
pity that the foreign attachés did not remain in the 
field till the end, for then they could have seen and re- 
ported things, the knowledge of which would have been 
of inestimable value to the armies of the world should 
a war occur in the near future. 





BOARD OF ORDNANCE ASD FORTIFICATIONS. 


An important meeting of the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortifications was held in Washington, Sept. 9, for 
the purpose of considering the report on the tests of 
field guns with a view to the adoption of a type for the 
Army. Owing to the fact that all of the guns considered 
sufficiently meritorious to be adopted developed certain 
defects during the progress of the tests, the board has 
given the designers and exterision of four months to cor- 
rect structural defects. ‘Three guns, the Erhardt, the 
Wheeler and the Lewis, withstood most of the tests in a 
manner satisfactory to the board, and one of the three 
will be seleced for adoption by the Army. All of these 
guns have the long-recoil feature which is considered 
necessary in a modern field gun. According to the re- 
ports submitted the Erhardt gun withstood all of the 
tests slightly better than the other two, but both of the 
latter were handicapped by structural weaknesses. It 
seems very probable that the Wheeler gun, the invention 
of Captain Wheeler of the Ordnance Department, will 
be finally adopted. The recent tests of field guns devel- 
oped two important points to the satisfaction of the Board 
of Ordnance and Fortifications. It has been definitely 
shown that the rapid-fire system is practicable for field 
artillery and that fixed ammunition is superior to loose 
for such ordnance. The board is also of the opinion that 
this country will, by adopting one of the three mentioned 
above, obtain a field gun superior to any now in use by 
any power in the world. 

The board at a recent meeting made an allotment of 
$15,000 for the purchase of ammunition to test the fire- 
control system in Pensacola Harbor. An allotment of 
$300 was made for the purchase of saddle with flexibl« 
trees which will be tested by the cavalry. It is claime 
that saddles so constructed prevent wear and tear on 
horses’ backs. Because of the eccentric behavior of the 
shell fired at Sandy Hook at the recent test by the board 
of the Isham shell for firing high explosives the board 
has been unable to come t« any decision as to the resu' 
of the test. It seems that a steel shell loaded with sand 
was fired at the sand bank at the testing grounds under 
a pressure of 51,000 pounds from a 12-inch gun 
for the purpose of ascertaining the structural] strength 
of the shell. Mr. Isham claimed that if the shell wit} 
stood this enormous pressure he would be able to fire 
under the same conditions a shell filled with explosive 
gelatine. ‘The shell was fired, but no one has yet been 
able to find it in order to ascertain whether or not it re- 
mained intact. According to the belief of the officer 
who witnessed the test the shell went comnpletelv through 
the sand bank, turned downward and passed through 
Sandy Hook into the ocean. They are now looking for 
the shell under the Hook.

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EXPENDITURES OF THE NAVY. 


The annual report of the Auditor for the Nave De- 
partment, Mr. W. W. Brown, to the Secretary of the 
Treasury on the expenditures of the Navy during the 
past fiscal year shows that there were 9,257 accounts and 
claims settled, as against 6,695 for last year. He says: 
“There were 211,465 vouchers examined this vear, while 
the amounts allowed were $84,181,863.89 for this year 
and $74,649,116.22 for last year. There are on an aver- 
age 3,100 employes on the New York rolls, 3,200 on the 
Washington rolls, while the rolls of the Navy yards at 
Norfolk and Mare Island are nearly as large. This re- 
quires an examination of 18,600 pay tickets for New 
York, 19.200 for the Washington yard and a correspond- 
ing number for the other yards each quarter. The ex- 
penditures of the Department for the year under this 
head amounted to $27.749,965.31.” Under the head of 
railroad claims $66.801.16 was expended. In the Navy 
pay and allotment division, where are settled the accounts 
of the Navy pay officers stationed in the various large 
seaboard cities and of naval attachés, including payments 
on contracts, $54,117.510.44 was paid. 

Under the head of prize claims of the Civil War, $1,- 
254.32 was paid, while prize claims for the Spanish war 
that were paid amounted to $339,129.00. Under this 
latter item 4.975 claims were included. During the 
year previous but 2,425 of these Spanish war claims were 
settled, which makes an increase of over 100 per cent. 
during the fiscal vear just closed. 

There are 2,479 claims on hand and the question of 


prize money for the battles of Manila and San

Secretary Moody has forwarded to the President the 
papers in the case of Paymaster John Clyde Sullivan 
of the Navy, who was recently found professionally, 
physically and morally disqualified for promotion. The 
Secretary refuses to make public his final recommenda- 
tion in the case. but it seems to be the belief that he 
favors the retirement and not the dismissal of the officer, 
The examining board in Paymaster Sullivan’s case founc 
him physically disqualified because of a heart affection, 
which may have been caused by his long years of service 
in the Navy. The friends of the officer claim, and it may 
be that the Secretary has endorsed their contention, that 
Mr. Sullivan’s professional disqualification was due to 
his poor physical condition. It seems, however, coat 
the moral objection raised by the board to the officer’s 
promotion was largely based upon debts amounting to 
about $1500 contracted by him prior to his former 
dismissal from the Service and later reinstatement by 
special act of Congress. His debts at the present time 
are insignificant, only amounting to about $14 It is 
claimed by the attorney for Paymaster Sullivan that 
Congress by reinstating him wiped out his previous vio- 
lation of the regulations and that the board which re- 
cently examined him had no right to find him morally 
disqualified for debts contracted years ago and for which 
he was dismissed from the Navy once. In any event, the 
officer will have to be retired because of his vhvsical 
disability. wp. . a 

Patriotic Review says: “If there is a man t 
oun who might restore the placidity of Venice, which 
has been so disturbed by the fall of the Campanile and 
the precarious condition of its other famous types of 
architecture, he is the new American major general who 
ic shortly to relieve Chaffee of the Philippine command. 
For it was George W. Davis who saved the Washington 
Monument from destruction and, by the application of 
his ingenuity, solved fundamental problems, in his unique 
and off-hand manner. that had baffled the highest en- 
gineering skill of modern times. After the great shaft 
to the Father of His Country had-risen slowly to the 
height of one hundred and ninety-seven feet, and rested 
there like a rough factory chimney, an unfinished evesore 
for twenty years, Congress determined to complete it and 
gave the job to the Army. Built on the edge of the 
Potomac marsh, as unstable as the soil of the Queen of 
the Adriatic. the shaft had already leaned five feet ont 
of plumb, and nobody could be found to set it straight 
and insure its permanent stability, until Davis, lately a 
anartermaster, then an Infantry captain. volunteered to 
lift the hundreds of tons of masonry back to the perpen- 
dicular and build under it a foundation that would ner- 
mit the lifting of its top to the highest point ever attained 
by a monument erected by man. To hold the soft earth 
in place. he built a huge barrel a hundred feet in diameter 
around the base, and drove it deep in the earth below the 
tidal level. He bound together the enclosed mass with 
piles and braces, weighing it all down with stones and 
concrete, until it had secured a stability that would en- 
dure forever. Then he wedged un the monument and pnt 
an everlasting foundation under it, and finally turned the 
work over to the engineers under Colonel Casey, who 
eventually set the eanstone five hundred and fifty-five fee’ 
above the earth. Tp to this day the creat structure har 
not moved a hair’s breadth, and frequent inspection 
demonstrates how wonderfully Davis planned.”

Some 12,000 pounds of mammoth black powder iy 
the magazine at Fort Winthrop, Mass., exploded on 
the afternoon of Sept. 7, killing one man who was 
visiting Governor’s Island, on which Fort Winthrop 
stands, and injuring several others, besides doing an 
immense amount of damage. The force of the ex- 


plosion was terrific. Windows and crockery were rat- 
tled in houses for miles around and considerable glass 
was broken in Boston. The stone magazine was blown 
into atoms, one piece of granite weighing half a ton 
being hurled a distance of 300 feet and through the 
roof of another stone magazine. Two 10-inch smooth- 
bores, weighing 7,600 pounds each, were dismounted 
and thrown fifty feet from their carriages. The mound 
directly iin front of the magazine, an earthwork 50 feet 
long, 25 feet high and 20 feet through, was blown down 
the hillside to the water, while a great fissure was 
opened in the solid concrete gun foundation. The cause 
of the explosion is at present unknown. One of the 
theories advanced is that a man named Wakefield, who 
visited the island with several friends and who dis- 
appeared at the time of the explosion, found a way 
into the magazine and. dropped sparks from his pipe 
into the powder. Ordnance Sergt. Thomas J. Shaw, 
U.S.A., is in charge of Fort Winthrop, and lives with 
his family at the extreme southern end of the island, 
A short time ago the War Department decided to re- 
turn the island to the city for use as a park, but it 
has been a regular picnic ground for Sunday parties 
for years. Ordnance Sergeant Shaw after the explos- 
ion stated that he had been bothered all day by boys 
lighting fires about the fort. He had already ex- 
tinguished two and was on his way to put out one that 
some men had started close to the magazine when the 
explosion occurred. Shaw could not account for the 
explosion unless sparks from the fire had reached the 
powder. He said the magazine doors were locked and 
that the roof was in good repair. 








Gen. Charles King has added to his notable list of ex- 
cellent stories one of which the setting and incidents 
are of the Civil War—‘The Iron Brigade,” published by 
the G. W. Dillingham Company, New York, with illus- 
trations by R. F. Zogbaum. The story is full of the 
stir of war, the excitement of a period when a nativn 
was moved to its depths and follows the grim fortunes 
of a brigade that prayed to go into every battle from 
Bull Run to the Surrender, until at last, at Gettysburg, 
they were destroyed almost to. the last man—a brigade of 
“Hoosiers” and “Badgers” from Indiana and Wisconsin. 
The ‘personal interest of the novel is woven around the 
varying fortunes of “Captain Benton,” an officer of the 
brigade, who meets and loves a Southern girl through 
his capture early in the war, and by her aid escapes, to 
meet many vicissitudes both through the chance of war 
and through the machinations of personal enemies, but 
finally to win the girl he loves. Perhaps the most inter- 
esting feature of the book is its careful study of the 
characters of the notable men of the day who figure 
in its pages—the gentle-hearted yet forceful and able 
Lincoln; Stanton, irrascible, domineering, but devoted 
to the cause he upheld; McClellan, beloved of his sol- 
diers, successful as an organizer, but ineffective as a 
leader; Grant, silent, forceful and efficient, and many 
others. Altogether, “The Iron Brigade” is a story well 
worth reading, aside from the genuine interest of its 
plot; to the generation of the Civil War for the memo- 
ries it recalls, and to the rising generation for its picture 
of a period in which they have an interest if not a part. 

In another volume by Gen. Charles King, “A Con- 
quering Corps Badge,” published recently by L. A. 
Rhoades & Company, Milwaukee, Wis., the novelty of 
the Philippine setting given to the story from which it 
takes its title, and to most of the other ten stories which 
it contains, lends added charm to the interest of their 
well-contrived plots, as stories of the early days of the 
Army of the Philippines are not yet numerous. Pictures 
of Philippine localities form a part of the many illustra- 
tions, and the book is dedicated “To the men of Santa 
Ana—the soldiers of California, Idaho, Washington and 
of the Light Battery D, 6th U.S. Artillery, the old 1st 
Brigade, 1st Division, 8th Army Corps, in admiration of 
their valor and gratitude for their loyalty.” The ‘“Con- 
quering Corps Badge” is that of the 8th Army Corps, 
worn by a young soldier who has enlisted ir the ranks 
from patriotism and love of adventure, though he is a 
man of wealth and education. Of the succeeding stories, 
“Jack Royal,” “Dove Cote Days,” “A Rival Ally” 
and others also have a Philippine setting. The volume 
closes with a portrait of General King and a sketch of 
his career, written by Forrest Crissey, and first pub- 
lished in Ainslee’s.

ross the bay. The anti-canteen law forbids the sale 
f liquors on Government reservations, and refusal 

zo comply with this law left the commanding officer 
10 alternative but to eject the offenders.

The following decision of the War Department, dated 
Sept. 6, 1902, upon the division of protits of post exchange, 
in answer to an inquiry from the commanding general, 
Vepartment of East is published: 

“The question presented in these papers is one that has 
repeatedly been presented to the department with the in- 
variable declination on the part of the Secretary of War 
to interefere with existing regulation which permits each 
post ‘to be the judge of how it shall divide the profits of 
post exchange.’ The exchange is a co-operative concern, 
existing solely by the consent of its members and it is 
for the council and the commanding officer to say who 
shall and who shall not constitute the members. The 
profits are divided ‘on such equitable basis as shall be 
determined by the council, with the ap roval of the com- 
manding officer.’ If the council decides in equity that 
an organization which refuses to patronize the exchange 
is not entitled to a share of the profits, or that an or- 
ganization which ves a slight patronage to the ex- 
change, is not entitled to as large a share of the profits 
as one which patronizes it to a greater extent, it acts 
entirely within its powers. If it decides that one organi- 
zation shail receive its profits on the basis of patronage 
and all the others on some others basis, it is acting en- 
tirely within its powers. If the exchange council and the 
post commander are not agreed as to the equity of the 
distribution, an appeal! lies with the department com- 
mander, and the propriety of this r lation is so ap- 
parent to the department that the Secretary of War 
has invariably declined to change it, or tc interfere in 
the decision of a department commander.”’

Private Christ Behr, Co. L, 1‘th Inf,, having becn found 
guilty, by a general court martial, of striking his superior 
officer in violation of the 2ist Article of War and of con- 
duct to the prejudice of good order and military discipline, 
was sentenced ‘“To be dishonorably discharged, forfeiting 
all pay and allowances and to be confined at hard labor 
for five years."’

The findings of guilty 
under the first charge are therefore disapprove. The 
findings of guilty under the second charge, being laid 
under the €2d Article of War, are approved, The sentence 
is approved, but the period of confinement at hard labor 
imposed is reduced to four years; as so mitigated, the 
sentence will be duly executed.’" (Sept. 2, D. Colo.)

“THE NAVY’S GREATEST NEED.” 


Under the above caption Lieut. Comdr. Roy C. Smith, 
U.S.N., contributes to the North American Beview for 
September an article which vividly describes the most 
urgent need of the naval establishment. Commande: 
Smith properly assumes that the people are heartily in 
terested in the Navy, and will not be satisfied with any- 
thing short of the best in ships, guns, machinerv and ar- 
mor. He adds, however, that “the efficiency of these 
ships, once built, will depend on the skill, courage, disci- 
pline and training of their crews. There can be no new 
crews for the new ships unless something is done to pro- 
vide them; and here is the most crying need of the Navy 
at the present moment, one in comparison with which the 
question whether we authorize three or six ships, or none 
at all, at any session of Congress is now actually insigni- 
ficant.” 

Commander Smith then proceeds to point out certain 
facts which deserve the serious attention of all who be 
lieve in maintaining the efficiency of the national de- 
fenses. For instance, while the tonnage of the Navy 
has doubled and trebled within the last dozen or fifteen 
years, the number of sea-going officers has not been in- 
creased at all, and the enlisted force only to a limited 
extent. With the 3,000 additional mien authorized by 
Congress at its last session, the enlisted force numbers 
28,000 men and boys, and this means that whenever a 
new ship is placed in commission one or more of the 
older vessels must be laid up. The tonnage of the Navy 
on Jan. 1, 1902, was 481,967 tons, which with an en- 
listed force .of 28,000, affords a ratio of about 60 men for 
each 1,000 tons of shipping. Taking this as the logical 
ratio of men to tons, Commander Smith holds that if 
the legal authorized strength falls below this ratio, then 
a great risk is being assumed and the people, who pay 
for the Navy, are being imposed upon. “They believe,” 
the commander adds, “that all needed steps are being 
taken to make the Navy efficient, and should they find 
it deficient in men, they will have a right to feel that 
their interests have not been properly cared for.” 

According to the last Navy Register, the completed 
and authorized tonnage of the Navy is, in round num- 
bers, 750,000 tons. On the basis of 60 men per 1,000 
tons, this will requjre an enlisted force of 45,000 men 
and boys. To raise this force something more is needed 
than the mere authority to enlist men. Plenty of men 
can be enlisted, but those. of the desired quality are not 
abundant. The sea-faring population of the country 
is not capable of supplying the demand for naval recruits. 
It was capable of doing so in former times, but with 
the appalling decline of our merchant marine, and the 
fact that a merchant sailor is almost as ignorant aboard 
a modern warship as the average landsman, we must seek 
other sources of supply. There are two classes of young 
men available: First are those who may enter the Navy 
as apprentices and receive training during their minority, 
and next are the young men of the country, especially 
those from the interior, in unlimited nuibers. The 
latter are forming an extremely satisfactory element 
in the new Navy, but it takes time to train them. To 
provide trained crews for the new ships as they are 
added to the national fleet, a plan is proposed which has 
been girged by other officers and which completely meets 
the requirements of the case. Authorization to build a 
new ship should carry with it the authorization to enlist 
and train a crew for her. “In practice this would re- 
solve itself into ascertaining the completed and authorized 
tonnage at the beginning of each fiscal year and then 
enlisting the additional men needed, not to exceed 60 
men for every 1,000 tons of shipping. The total tons for 
any one year would be the total for the previous year 
increased by the new tonnage authorized and dimin- 
ished by the tonnage stricken from the list.” 

With regard to officers, Commander Smith shows that 
the problem is even more serious. While we have created 
a new Navy and replaced the old fleet of wood with one 
of steel, the number of sea-going officers has not been in- 
creased at all. At the date of the last annual report 
of the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation the Navy had 
1,042 officers, counting cadets doing sea duty. These 
officers have been in training for periods ranging all the 
way from four years to forty-eight, and a considerable 
number of them are nearing the age for retirement. To 
supply the ships authorized by existing law will require 
1,026 additional line officers, and even that number is 
said to be at least 30 per cent. smaller than is provided 
for in the commissioned force of foreign navies. In other 
words, in erder to have the Navy in a state of pre- 
paredness, we should have to double the number of 
officers within two years—a task which is obviously im- 
possible. Taking 2,068 officers and 750,000 tons of ship- 
ping, we have a ratio of three officers per 1,000 tons, 
making no allowance for officers required for duty ashore. 
The entire body of officers would be distributed about as 
follows: At sea, 1,479; on shore duty, 425; in reserve, 
164. This would give one officer for every 20 men, and 
three officers and 60 men for every 1,000 tons of ship- 
ping. 

How are these officers to be obtained? 
Inasmuch as the number of officers should be doubled 
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within the next two years, and it is so difficult to obtain 
them from civil life or from the ranks, Commander Smith 
holds that the number of appointments to the Naval 
Academy should ‘be increased in the same proportion. 
This would mean that appointments should be made 
every two years instead of every four, as at present. 
Commander Smith believes that this plan “would prob- 
ably keep the Navy supplied after it ghall have reached 
the strength deemed essential to officer the ships already 
authorized. But to reach that number as early as possi- 
ble, and to provide for new ships as they shall be authori- 
zed, appointments should be made to Annapolis to the 
full capacity of the Academy. By considering one from 
each district every two years to be the normal rate, the 
Secretary of the Navy could be granted authority to 
designate the various districts in rotation for extra 
appointments until the standard ratio should be attained ; 
that is, 8 officers for every 1,000 tons of authorized ship- 
ping. When this ratio is reached the authority should 
lapse, and the normal! ratio should again hold until a 
further increase should be needed.” At the present rate 
of construction the Navy in 1913 will have a tonnage of 
something like 1,240,000 tons. Counting three officers 
to each 1,000 tons, this will require 3,720 officers, or 
2660 more than there are now. Making allowances 
for shrinkage and waste from all causes, Commander 
Smith estimated that to provide the officers that will be 
required in 1913, the midshipman battalion at Annapolis 
for the next ten years should number about 2,000, in- 
stead of 500 as at present, with an appointment by each 
Senator or Representative, not every four years, but 
every year or oftener. This state of affairs is charac- 
terized as worse than astounding “because the people 
are absolutely ignorant that such a condition exists.” 

‘The solicitude of this officer for the working forces of 
the Navy, both commissioned and enlisted, is amply 
warranted by prevailing conditions. Even with the most 
diiigent effort, it will take years to supply the needs 
which he deseribes. He takes his information direct 
from official reports, but, as he aptly says, “official 
reports have no circulation” and the people at large re- 
main im ignorance of conditions which are a positive 
peril to national interests. What is needed in the United 
States is some efficient and far-reaching agency for the 
dissemination of correct naval information and enlisting 
patriotic sentiment in behalf of a broad, progressive 
policy of naval development. Other nations have such 
agencies. England, France and Germany each has a 
Navy League through which its members—and member- 
ship is open to all reputable persons regardless of age or 
sex—are kept thoroughly informed as to the condition, 
needs and operations of the navy. These leagues distrib- 
ute pamphlets, provide courses of lectures and conduci 
discussions on naval subjects which serve as educational! 
forees of the highest practical value. The German Navy 
League has nearly 1,000,000 members, with branches 
in every province and in nearly every city and town in 
the empire. In 1900 it enrolled 300,000 members, dis- 
tributed 7,000,000 books and pamphlets, caused 3,000 
lectures to be delivered and received voluntary contribu- 
tions amounting to more than $125,000. Through this 
agency, which enjoys the personal favor and support of 
the Emaperer, the sentiment of the German people has 
been solidly arranged in support of his demand for a 
large and powerful navy. May it not be in the creation 
of a similar organization here in the United States that 
we shalt find the securest safeguard and support for the 
genera) welfare of our naval institutions? 











On the recommendation of the board appointed to in- 
vestigate the recent explosion on the submarine boat 
Holland, the Board of Construction of the Navy Depart- 
ment has taken under consideration the advisability of 
instituting a series of experiments with storage batteries. 
The president of the board, Comdr. Charles J. Badger, 
U.S.N., who is strongly in favor of the experiments, says : 
“The literature on storage batteries is very limited, and 
scarcely anything is known of the effect of the deteriora- 
tion of the cells, and I consider such experiments as those 
recommended by the board of inquiry will result in the 
acquiring of information of great value both to the De- 
partment and to electricians. The preponderance of tes- 
tinony before the board was to the effect that the ex- 
plosion was due to gas generated by the batteries, and 
what we want to know is when a battery begins to de- 
teriorate and how much danger there is from its deteriora- 
lion, It is my idea that such experiments could be con- 
ducted. at the New York Navy Yard by a Government 
chemist, or chemists, who would begin with a perfectly 
new battery and then by replacing the good plates with 
others which had been worn from time to time. they could 
in the end have a completely worn-out batttery. In the 
meanwhile they could watch the charging of the bat- 
tery, the amount of gas thrown off in each stage of the 
e’periment, the combustibility of the gas, and the danger 
of ignition from sparks, from switches and the force 
ot the explosions of such gases.” 





The U.S.S. Mohican, Capt. Albert R. Couden, ar- 
rived at Port Townsend, Wash., Aug. 25, from Dutch 
liarbor, after quite an exciting cruise, during which 
(.e boys on board gained a good knowledge of the dangers 
© the deep, and a valuable experience. The following 
brief account of the cruise is given: ‘The vessel was 
but a day or two out from Yokohama when she encoun- 
tered gales of unusual severity blowing dead ahead. The 
training ship was driven far out of her course before 
this storm subsided, and when the start was made to 
recover the lost ground it became apparent that the fuel 

'‘pply was running short. At the time, the commander 
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wisely concluded that Dutch Harbor, Alaska, was the 
closest port which he could hope to make with any degree 
of certainty after having been forced to use the sails 
entirely for propulsion, so the course was shaped there. 
To add to the terrors of the trip, the food supply aboard 
the vessel] showed material signs of diminishing and the 
entire crew was put on curtailed rations. It was said 
at the time that had the Mohican, after recovering her- 
self in the blow, attempted to make Honolulu under sail, 
the prevailing weather would have kept her off until 
all her provisions would have given out. 

By direction of the Acting Secretary of War an 
amendment has been made in the new uniform regu- 
lations for the Army. Under the caption “Service Cap” 
it is provided in the order that the ornaments for gen- 
eral officers on the cap shall consist of the coat of arms 
of the United States, detachable, of dull-finish bronze. 
For officers of staff corps or departments, insignia or 
device of corps or department, in dull-finish bronze metal 
and detachable. For line officers, insignia of arm of 
service in the same metal. This paragraph has been 
amended so that all officers of the Army, as well as 
general officers, shall wear in the front of their ser- 
vice caps the coat of arms of the United States, of 
dull-finish bronze metal and detachable. Staff officers 
and officers of the line will not wear their particular 
insignia, as originally planned, but only the coat of 
arms, 
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The Navy Department has been informed that the 
flagship Illinois and the cruiser Chicago, of the European 
Squadron, arrived at Gibraltar on Sept. 10. The vessels 
will take on stores there and make other necessary prep- 
arations for the cruise to the West Indies to participate 
in the naval maneuvers in West Indian waters. Ad- 
miral Crowninshield, commanding the squadron, has 
received orders from the Navy Department to sail for 
Culebra, via Cape Verde Islands, early in November, 
so as to reach Culebra about Dec. 1. The entire squad- 
ron will go with Admiral Crowninshield, with the ex- 
ception of the cruiser San Francisco, which is now on 
her way to Norfolk for overhauling before rejoining 
the fleet. After the conclusion of the winter maneuvers 
the Illinois will be ordered to the New York Navy Yard 
for repairs, and will later be assigned to some other 
station. 
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Now that repairs have been completed on the great 
floating drydock at Havana, which the United States 
purchased from Spain, the question of disposing of the 
dock itself awaits the decision of the Navy Depart- 
ment. As we have already noted, however, this ques- 
tion will not be passed upon until the larger question of 
U. 8S. naval stations in Cuba is settled. Should one of 
these stations be located at or near Havana the dock 
would doubtless. be kept there, otherwise it will be 
taken to a station elsewhere in Cuba or to Pensacola 
on the Gulf coast. The idea of towing it to the Philip- 
pines has been definitely, and, we think, wisely, aban- 
doned. 
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Lieut. Col. John VanR. Hoff, of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army, has gone to Fort Riley, Kas., to 
take charge of the preparation of the Hospital Corps 
for the maneuvers to begin next week. The Medical 
Corps has been making extensive preparation to partic- 
ipate in these maneuvers. A complete field hospital will 
be established and several of the new and modern 
methods of handling wounded soldiers on the field will 
be tested as if under actual conditions of war. It is 
anticipated that the Fort Riley maneuvers will be of the 
utmost importance to all branches of the Army and much 
interest is being taken in the preparations by officers 
on duty at the War Department. The Assistant Secre- 
tary of War is exceedingly enthusiastic. 
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It is now certain that the board of officers and one 
mechanical engineer which recently made a thorough 
test of the disappearing type of gun carriages has re- 
ported strongly in favor of the carriage for all guns 
above six inches in caliber. It is recommended that 
6-inch and other rapid-fire guns be mounted “en bar- 
bette,” as the disappearing system was not quite rapid 
enough for guns of this pattern. The report of the 
board will go to the Secretary of War, upon his return, 
for final action, but there is little doubt that it will be 
approved. It is understood that the report was unani- 
mous. 
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The battleship Wisconsin, commanded by Capt. George 
C. Reiter, has been ordered to proceed from the Brem- 
erton Navy Yard in Puget Sound to Panama, to pro- 
tect American interests there. The cruiser Cincinnati 
has been ordered from Port-au-Prince, Hayti, to Colon, 
on the other side of the Isthmus, and the Montgomery 
has received orders to proceed from New York to Hay- 
tian ports. 
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An effort will be made at the next session of Congress 
to change the law so as to make the age limit for retire- 
ment in the Navy sixty-four years, as it is now in the 
Army. This will relieve to some small extent the present 
dearth of officers. There is no reason apparent why an 
officer of the Army should be retired at sixty-four and an 
officer of the Navy at sixty-two.

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CLOSE 0O.' THE JOINT MANEUVERS. 
The joint maneuvers in which the Army ’ 
engaged last week came to a conclusion 
Saturday, Sept. 6. The Board of Arbitration 
Newport, R.1., on Monday and organized by 
of Rear Admiral Luce, U.S.N., senior officer, as presi 
dent, and Lieut. Victor Blue, U.S.N., as secretary. The 
board adjourned for two weeks, awaiting the reports 
of the umpires and observers. The members of the board 
are Admirals Luce and Cooper and Captain Swift, of 
the Navy, and General Bliss and Colonel Story, of the 
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the scope of the maneuvers. In the opinion of the Navy 
they should be regarded as a test of the efficiency of the 
respective branches of the Service, while the Army mem- 
bers wish to confine the report to a determination of the 
results of the several engagements regar the opera- 
tions simply as a war game. ‘The rules vide that “in 
undertaking these operations, the controlling idea should 
be to test the training of the personnel and the efficiency 
of the material, and it is of paramount importance that 
this idea should not be lost sight of.” Par. 30 says: “In 
pursuance of paragraph 2, it must be borne in mind that 
the purpose of the maneuvers on either side is not prima- 
rily to win, but to investigate and test certain systems 
and problems of attack and defense. To this it is 
desirable that all units should remain in action during 
the whole of the maneuvers.” i 

After the close of the maneuvers Genera] MacArthur 
returned to Governors Island wit. his staff, and the 
detached officers and troops to their several stations. 
The ships sailed for New York, when, after a short stay 
at Tompkinsville, they went to the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
to be overhauled, The eight to boats sailed for Nor- 
folk. The following despatch from General MacArthur 
to the Adjutant General of the Army, dated 4:35 P.M., 
Sept. 5, shows what happened on the follow

On Friday the scene of operations was changed to 
Newport, R.I., where the nlans of Admiral Higginson 
included the capture of naval stations by the Brooklyn 
and the Olympia at Narragansett Pier, and by the 
Montgomery, Mayflower and Scorpion at Price’s Neck, 
Newport; the shelling of the forts by three battleships 
from the shelter of Ochre Point, with a similar perform- 
ance by the Kearsarge and the Alabama from outside 
Brenton Reef Li neent. Those maneuyers over, the 
warships returned to Block Island, later to return to 
Newport for the night attack. 

The fleet captured the sea station of Fort Adams, 
made a landing at Price’s Neck, on the Atlantic side, 
a mile away from the fort, and for an hour held the 
station which contained the rangefinders of the fort. 
Marines were landed from the Montgomery under a heavy 
fire from a section of the attacking squadron, but at the 
end of an hour the umpires ordered the marines back 
aboard their ship, which it was decided had been sunk 
by shells from Fort Adams’s mortar batteries before the 
marines could leave her. ‘ne naval people strenuously 
claim that they landed troops from a vessel that was 
perfectly sound. 

The Herald account says: “The ships stood steadily 
upon their course until Price’s Neck signal station was 
abeam, when they swung in toward the shore and began 
popping away at the landscape, in a theoreticai shelling 
of the beach, as it was afterward explained. When the 
beach had been theoretically cleaned of imaginary foes 
the Mayflower lowered two cutters, filled them with blue- 
jackets and sent the boats ashore to take possession of 
the ed signal station, recently improvised at that 
locality. 

“This purpose had been noted by Colonel Hasbrouck. 
and the enemy found a Gatling gun battery of two guns 
awaiting them as they came on into the cove, and, more- 
over, they were subjected to a flank fire by_a compatiy 
of reinforcements of the Ist Massachusetts Heavy Artil- 
lery. ander Major Dyar, who came over from Fort Adams 
at double-quick time. 

“In all, three batteries. made 
Adams and members of the chusetts militia, a 
much stronger force than the partv expected to encounter, 
met them, and Lieut. John L. Purcell, U.S.N., the um- 
pire. determined that the bluejackets had :not ‘made a 
landing. It was generally arreed that the partv would 
have been obliterated by Gatling cun and musket fire 
long before they reached the beach.” 

On Friday night five of Admiral Higginson’s 
which were handled with great skill, and what would 
have been in war the utmost daring, ran t ‘the 
narrow channel between Forts Adams and Wetherill at 
full speed, firing broadsides from both port and starboard 
batteries, main and secondary, and plaving their search- 
lights on the forts. Admiral Coghlan led with his flag- 
ship, the Brooklyn, followed bv the Olympia, Kearsage. 
Alabama and Massachusetts. Fire was opened on them 
from the forts at 3,900 yards. A Times despatch says: 
“They disappeared out of the rays of a dozen searchlights” 


of regu lars from Fort 
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seeking them, and at 11:30 o’clock, as if conscious that 
no further harm could befall them, they slowly passed 
out between the defeated forts and disappeared at sea. 
The entire fight lasted not more than twenty minutes, 
and in boldness of concepttion and brilliancy of execu- 
tion was the finest thing yet done by the invader, and 
was a fitting blaze of glory in which to end the great 
war game. At midnight communication was had with 
Army headquarters here by telephone. Their comment 
on the fight was: ‘We sank them all. It will take a 
year to raise them.’ Fort Adams, it was said, fired forty- 
eight salvos from its mortar batteries. The figures from 
Fort Wetherill had not been received.” 

Some of the correspondents enlarge upon the damage 
that would have been done to the costly Newport villas 
had the engagement been an actual one, forgetting that 
the ships fired over and not at the houses toward which 
their guns seem to be directed. It required but a slight 
elevation to carry a shell over the highest building, and 
at its extreme range the Army mortar sends a shot two 
miles and a half in the air before it turns for its down- 
ward descent. 

Previous to the attack upon Newport a plan for clear- 
ing out some of the mines in the harbor and counter- 
mining others was devised by Lieutenants Robinson, of 
the Alabama, and Hughes, of the Massachusetts, under 
orders from Admiral Higginson. The skillful execution 
of this plan is regarded by the Navy as one of the chief 
features of the maneuvers, being a successful attempt 
to countermine a channel. Dutch Island Channel was 
first dragged for the main cable, two beam trawls being 
used, each trawl] hav‘ng three grapnels attached. In the 
main channel was then planted, two hundred feet apart, 
eight countermines containing live detonators. One trawl 
was lost in getting it on rd, but the other, with 
hundred-pound grapnels, came on board. The grapnels 
were polished bright and showed that if there had been 
a mine cable there it wculd have been caught and brought 
to the surface or broken. 

The expedition was picked up by the Dutch Island 
searchlights at midnight, but they did not make out its 
character. A Fall River steamer coming in helped to 
confuse the watchers at the searchlights. The Peoria, 
which was used for the expedition, was picked up, but 
evidently she was thought to be a peaceable tug, tor no 
guns were fired. The Peoria towed a sailing launch, 
rigged as a schooner, and carried running lights to make 
her appear like a towboat with a tow. ‘a , 

Much credit for the success of this expedition is 
ascribed to Ensign Tardy, commanding the Peoria, 
Boatswain Jarret and Seaman Anderson, of the Peoria ; 
Gunner Adeson, of the Alabama; Gunner’s Mate Robie 
and Coxswain Tacke, of the Massachusetts, and the few 
men of the Peoria, Massachusetts and the Montgomery 
in the expedition. 

On Saturday General MacArthur sent a despatch to 
all commanders, which appears in the following order:

The attitude of all concerned has been exceeding- 
ly gratifying, and the earnestness and zeal displayed have 
made the maneuvers exceedingly inspiring and instruc- 
tive. It is believed that every officer and enlisted man 
of the Army and National Guard who took part in the 
maneuvers entertains a feeling of admiration for the 
splendid manner in which the naval part of the program 
has been conducted, whereby our confidence and affectior 
for the sister Service, ever constant, have been renewed 
and emphasized by this exceedingly agreeable association

Admiral Higginson was equally enthusiastic concern- 
ing the work of his officers and men, all of whom fell in 
quickly and easily with the spirit of the maneuvers, in- 
cluding the naval militia on board the fleet. . 

Capt. Willard H. Brownson, of the Alabama, said: 
“My observation is that the reserves grasped the situation 
quickly, especially in the handling of the guns. To my 
mind the practice of the entire crew in the use of batter- 
ies was distinctly valuable.” 

Admiral Higginson made the following statement: “—y 
regard the maneuvers of the week as being most bene- 
ficial to the Navy. We have been taught to know what 
to do under conditions of war, and our experience has 
been of almost incalculable value. In my opinion these 
maneuvers should be held every. summer. — The presence 
of the naval militia added much to the interest of the 
occasion, and the services of these men have been very 


satisfactory.” 





SOME NOTES FROM THE MANEUVERS. 

It does not require a renort from the arbitrators 
to justify us in according unstinted praise to Rear Ad- 
miral Higginson, his officers and men, for the admirable 
manner in which they handled their ships during the 
joint maneuvers. It was a fine display of seamanship 
and gunnery, and gave the public an opportunity to 
learn how it was, and why it was, that our sailors won 
such notable victories as those at Santiago and Manila 
Bay, and practically without loss of life, except to the 
enemy. In thoroughness of organization, and complete- 
ness of preparation, the Navy undoubtedly had the ad- 
vantage of the Army. In the number of men and guns

The Navy insist that they won in the attack on 

Fisher’s Island, Fort Wright. The attack was un- 


doubtedly conducted with great skill and enterprise and 
the Navy had the guidance of numerous salient points 
on the island, flagstaffs. buildings, stacks, towers, etc., 
and the smoke from batteries. The Navy are very 
critical upon the management of the searchlights in 
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the fortifications with the exception of those at New- 
port. The lights were swung too high, moved too rap- 
idly, and were permitied to cross each other, which 
creates dead angies. The Navy are much more skilled 
in their use, having had more experience with them. 

The ships fired very deliberately, expending less than 
one half the allowance of ammunition for an actual 
engagement, 

it is always to be remembered, we have before 
stated, that the forts at the entrance to Long Island 
are in a very incomplete state and their defensive power 
can be, and should be, increased four fold. The Race, 
through which the Navy claim to have forced a pas- 
sage, is that portion of the Sound flowing between 
Fisher’s Island, guarded by Fort H. G. Wright on the 
north, and Gull island, guarded by Fort Michie on the 
south. Being the main outlet from the Sound, the 
channel is deep and the current swift, making mining 
difficult or impossible. 

It is found that the Army 10-inch guns can fire ten 
shots in 8.4 minutes and the 6 three and one-half shots 
a minute. Some officers, among them Colonel Liver- 
more of the engineers, believe the heavy guns can be 
brought to a speed of four shots in a minute by the 
use of springs to bring the ammunition into place, but 
springs are an uncertain dependence. 

hese war experiences have demonstrated the need 
of a surer friction primer for the Artillery and a more 
certain method of determining ranges. 

There were some curious etfects of the operation of 
gas in the mortar pits. One of the men had his hair 
eg by the sweeping of a current of gas through 

e pit. 

Some method should be found for keeping magazines 
dry. When the doors are opened, and the current of 
air of a different temperature sweeps in, the moisture 
congeals upon’ the wall and trickles down the side. 

The telephones in our forts need to be protected from 
the effects of gun tire and their service improved by 
the selection of the best men for telephone work. 

Wanted. A good Artillerists’ Manual. Fifty pamph- 
lets on different subjects scattered all over creation, 
do not meet the want. 

The experiences of last week were a triumph for the 
depressing gun carriages and General Crozier, who was 
present at the maneuvers, witnessed with justifiable 
sap Aah of his labors. 

é er the departure of Admiral Higginson’s fleet, Brig. 
Gen. Adolphus W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A 
described the general organization of the wireless tele- 
graph system of the shore forces. In the Narragansett 
district the Marconi system was installed, with one sta- 
tion at Fort Wetherill and another on the summit of 
Beacon Hill on Block Island, the distance between being 
about twenty-five miles. Each station had a smal] house 
surrounded by poles 80 feet high. On the Long Island 
approaches the Fessenden system was installed, with the 
main station at Montauk and a second station on the 
scouting boat of the Signal Corps cruising between 
Montauk and Fisher’s Island. At Fort Mansfield the 
Dek orest system was installed with an outlying station 
on the Signal Corps boat, scouting between that point 
and Block Island. Of the practical operation of the 
system of wireless signalling thus established General 
Greely said: “The work of the Signal ‘Corps as it 
stands in these maneuvers is at least a qualified succes: 
as regards the three wireless systems already installed. 


“Aerograms, or wireless messages, have been repeatedly 


and successfully exchanged between Signal Corps oper- 
ators at land stations and those on the scout boats. 
The distances operated over range from ten to twenty- 
five miles, the greatest range that it has been convenient 
to practice. In some instances wireless messages have 
been transmitted across alternate sections of land anc 
water, but the longest ranges worked over are entirely 
water surfaces.” Concerning the war balloon used in 
the prize maneuvers Col. Reber reported as _ follows: 
Sept. 6. “Ascended at 8:30 A.M.; ascension successful in 
spite of wind and the great difficulties we have en- 
countered. Lieut. Clifton and myself ascended in the 
balloon. Discovered enemy’s ful] squadron off Sandy 
Point, Block Island. Can command entire country in 
adjacent waters from balloon. A military balloon will 
always prove of great value for military purposes, and 
when used in suitable weather. REBER.” 

The Navy are by no means prepared to admit that 
their vessels were sunk by torpedoes, and they express 
as much contempt for them as Admiral Farragut did 
after his experience with them in Mobile bay. They 
do not believe that they run any risk, except possibly 
from mines exploded by actual contact. As to the sup- 
posititious obstructions in the channel ways, they declare 
that it would have been impossible to get them there 
in the time allowed the Army engineers, except on 
paper. They scoff, too, at the claims of the Army as 
to the percentage of hits from their guns, realizing from 
their experience that, even if the small percentage of shots 
that could be planted on the sides of a battleship struck, 
very few would do any injury against her armored 
sides. They smile at the Army claims as to the ef- 
fectiveness of mortar firing, and chuckle when they 
speak of the manner in whicb they carried their ships 
behind the forts where they could get an enfilad‘ng fire 
upon them from a perfectly safe position. For the 
fire-control stations they recommend monitor turrets. 
They consider the electrical appliances of the forti- 
fications a most uncertain reliance, and have more con- 
fidence in their system of men behinu the guns, in con- 
stant touch with them and taking their chances with 
them instead of depending so largely, as the Army do, 
on mechanical appliances to guide their firing. On 
the whole the Navy have derived increased confidence 
from their experience in the maneuvers, and believe that 
they have rendered an important service to the Army and 
to the country by revealing some of the weak points 
in our system of coast defense. 

A court of inquiry will be ordered to determine the 
facts as to the grounding of the Brooklyn during the 
maneuvers. It was obviously an accident that could not 
have been avoided. There could be no lack of care and 
vigilance on a ship commanded by so able and accom- 
plished an officer as Captain Todd. He was thoroughly 
alive to the risks he ran in feeling his way through a 
channel not sufficiently charted, but his orders were 
imperative. Carrying heavy battleships through chan- 
nels where merchant ships require a pilot was a severe 
test of the ability of our Navy otticers, and the admirable 
manner in which their ships were handled will be better 
understood when it is realized that Admiral Higginson’s 
fleet were subjected, to a large extent, to the actual risks 
‘of war, running through the narrow channels without 
pilots and oftentimes at night, following the courses by 
the observation of headlands, etc., and hugging the shore 
to get into the dead angles where they were safe from the 
fire of the forts. With so many officers detailed for other 
duty the ships were short-handed, and the utmost vig- 
ilance on the vart of the superior officers was constantly 
required. All were on constant duty day and night. 
They returned to their anchorage, much fagged out for 
want of sleep, to grapple with the disagreeable problem 


of the paper work required by the rules of the +a 
‘suere is much growling about this, especially as it — 
not in all cases possible to maxe the careful memoranda 
as to firing, etc., required for the work of the arbitrators, 
It would have perhaps saved some friction if the fifth map 
on this board had been a civilian, The man of all men to 
have filled this place, if he would have accepted the duty, 
would have. been Grover Cleveland, ex-President of the 
United States. There is some complaint in the fleet as 
to the manner iv which they were stood off by some of 
the bureaus of the Navy Department in the matter of 
requisitions for necessary supplies for the maneuvers, 
such as sub-calibers and blank ammunition. Admiral] 
Higginson was delayed in getting to sea, mot by the 
Duchess of Marlborough, who, as was said last week, did 
not honor him with a visit, but by delay in receiving 
some portions of his equipment.

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GERMANY SINKS A HAYTIAN GUNBOAT. 

Considerable excitement has been caused on both sides 
of the Atlantic by the sinking of the gunboat Crete-a- 
Pierrot, belonging to the revolutionary forces in Hayti, 
at the entrance to the roadstead at Gonaives, on Sept. 
7 by the German gunboat Panther. The German com- 
mander’s act was in punishment of the seizure, by Ad- 
miral Killick, of the Crete-a-Pierrot, of the German 
merchant ship Markomannia, laden with munitions of 
war for the provisional government of Hayti. The Gov- 
ernment at Berlin has published the following official 
report of the affair: 


“Captain Eckermann, of the Panther, had received 
orders to capture the piratical gunboat Orete-a-Pierrot. 
The Panther went, therefore, from Port au Prince to 
Gonaives, where it surprised the Crete-a-Pierrot. The 
German commandant sent the following ultimatum: 

“ ‘Strike your colors within fifteen minutes and disem- 
bark from your ship without undertaking any defensive 
a mt whatever, otherwise an immediate attack will 
ollow.’ 

“The Panther had already cleared for action. The 
Crete-a-Pierrot hauled down her flag within the allotted 
time and the crew disembarked. The Panther then in- 
tended to take the Crete-a-Pierrot in tow, but an explosion 
of her after powder magazine occurred, which was evi- 
dently effected by the Crete-a-Pierrot’s crew. The explo- 
sion destroyed her stern and set the vessel on fire, ren- 
dering taking her in tow impossible, especially as further 
explosions followed. As this was regarded as a hostile 
act, and as the guns afore were still in condition, the 
Panther’s captain caused the forward magazine to be 
exploded through a cannonade. After this was exploded 
the Crete-a-Pierrot broke up and sank. The admiral was 
on board with the rebels.” 

The German Foreign Office says the Haytian provis- 
ional government has communicated to Germany that 
Hayti regarded the Firminist gunboat Crete-a-Pierrot as 
a pirate, and that the interests of Hayti were untouched 
by the action of the German gunboat Panther. 

The Navy Department has received the following de- 
spatch from Comdr. Thomas C. Mclean, U.S.N., com- 
muaiiog the U.S.S. Cincinnati, dated Port ay Prince, 
Sept. 8: 

“German gunboat Panther sunk Orete-a-Pierrot at 
Gonaives. Crew escaped. The Panther returned to Port 
au Prince.”

GROUNDING OF THE BROOKLYN. 


Rear Admiral Coghlan has made the following greport 
to the Navy Department of the circumstances attending 
the grounding of the U.S.S. Brooklyn during the joint 
maneuvers :

As 
the course had been 8S. by W. (mag) from the anchorage 
to this point, an examination of the chart shows no dan- 
érs whatever and no less depth of water than 32 feet.

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VARIOUS NAVAL .TEMS. 


The U.S.8. DesMoines is to be launched on Sept. 20 
from the yards of her builders, the Fore River Ship and 
Engine Co., Quincy, Mass. Seeretary of the Navy Moody 
has designated Miss Clara N. Carleton, of ver 
Mass., to represent the State at the ceremonies. 
The cruiser will. be christened by Miss Macomber, 
of DesMoines, but Miss Carleton will sever the cord 
which will release the vessel on the ways. 

The following is an extract from the report of the

The Topeka’s third cutter was at the port 
boom and was caught between the tug and the port side 
of the Topeka, and was badly squeezed.” 


Bids were opened at Washington, D.C., Sept. 10, for 
supplyiug the steel for the new battleship Connecticut, 
which is to be built at the New York Navy Yard. The 
proposals called for furnishing 4,206 tons of ship plates, 
987 tons of nickel steel plate, 1,825 tons of ship shapes, 
188 tons of steel castings and tons of hull rivets.

Steel Casting & Machine Company, $42,11<; Bethlehem 
Steel Company, $32,510.46. On rivets the American 
Iron & Steel Manufacturing Company, of Lebanon, Pa., 
bid $19,353.60 and R. C. Hoffman & Co., $18,555. The 
United States Steel Corporation also submitted a bid of 
$.07648 per pound for miscellaneous castings. 

The torpedo-boat destroyer Worden, built by the Mary- 
land Steel Company, and the destroyer Bainbridge, built 
by the Neafie & Levy Shipbuilding Company, it is re- 
ported, aay completed their standardization speed 
trial tests over the Barren Island course, Chesapeake 
Bay, Sept. 11. The contract requirements call for 
an average speed of 28 knots an hour for two consecu- 
tive hours’ running. The Worden made 29.86 knots, 
while the Bainbridge averaged 28.72. During the first 
‘eg of the run the Worden developed 30.50 knots. Both 
boats were to undergo the endurance test on Sept. 12 
over the same course and, if successful, they will then 
be turned over to the Government for acceptance. 

Secretary of the Navy Moody Sept. 12 received the 
following cablegram from Commander Potter of the 
Ranger: “Panama: (Received) cipher message this 
morning (saying) revolutionists near railroad line.

CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS. 
G.O. 105, AUG. 19, 192, NAVY DEPARTMENT 


Makes changes and amendments in Articles 392, 824, 
Siz, S64, 918, 932, 954, 957, 1076, 1199, 1247, 1257, 1354, 1410, 1412, 
1413, 1414, 1495, 1573 and 1576 of the Navy Regulations. 
Some of the more important changes are the following: 

for 824, strike out paragraph 2 and substitute— 

(2) Whenever recruits are received on board receiving 
ships, they shall be required at once to have their hair 
cut, bathe, and report for physical examination, Upon 
the completion of the examination, should the recruits 
quality, commanding officers shall haye the outfit of 
clothing issued to each carefully marked. Command- 
ing officers shall not allow recruits to keep on 
board any article of clothing not authorized by regula- 
tions, except such underclothing as may be worn at the 
time of enlistment and is in good condition. All other 
citizens’ clothing must be disposed of as the recruit may 
lesire.’

“(2) When men holding acting appointments are dis-

An invitation hop in post administration hall on 
Tuesday evening, Sept. 2, given by several non-com- 
missioned officers of the 8th Cavalry, was the first of its 
kind for the season for the enlisted personnel. A num- 
ber from Junction City were present. The orchestra of 
the 9th Artillery band furnished the music. 

The cavalry and artillery barracks, in process of con- 
struction, under the first appropriation, are rapidly 
nearing the finishing stage. e interior work on the 
artillery barracks is well under way, and this building 
should be ready for occupancy in a comparatively short 
time. 

Capt. Hugh J. Gallagher, A.C.S., will arrive here in 
a day or two from Washington, D.C., to make arrange- 
ments for the subsistence of the coming troops and for 
the representatives of the various States that will be here 
to witness the maneuvers. It seems to be the intention 
to have a large mess established on the camp grounds for 
these visiting officers with their staffs, under the charge 
of a competent caterer. That the number of these officers 
will be large is a certainty, as nearly every State will be 
represented by its adjutant general, with several officers 
of his staff. It is known that Illinois and Indiana will 
be largely represented, while far-off Georgia will ‘send 
five representatives. These visitors will all be required to 
furnish their own bedding. 

The camp site as first located on the Smoky Hill bot- 
toms, southeast of the post, and across the Kansas River, 
after due consideration by the authorities, has been 
changed to the Pawnee Flats directly east of and on the 
same side of the river with the post. The former selec- 
tion possessed some disadvantages, in that a portion of 
the land was ploughed ground, which is unhealthful from 
a sanitary standpoint, and was also much lower than the 
new site. This, in case of heavy rains, would have bred 
sickness owing to standing water, and every pound of 
supplies would have been carried across the river from 
the railroad, from one to two miles. The present site 
corrects all these faults, as the railroad passes hard by 
the camping grounds, which is fully 75 feet above the 
river bed «nd is virgin soil, never having been tilled. 
The company streets will run from northeast to south- 
west between river and bluff on land that is practically 
as level as a floor. A large force of men commenced on 
Friday to lay the 25,000 feet of pipe that will furnish 
the water supply for the camp. About ten days will be 
required for the completion of the work. Cars upon 
cars of medical, subsistence and quartermaster’s property 
are arriving almost daily, and all branches of the post 
administration departments are beginning to feel the 
strain. Thirteen cars alone consigned to the Medical 
Department have been unloaded, including twelve am- 
bulances. 

Major Gen. John C. Bates, who is to command the 
maneuvers division, with a large staff, many of whom. 
it is presumed, will act in the capacity of judges, will 
arrive at the post on Sept. 15, on a special train over the 
Union Pacific, which has been tendered them by Presi- 
dent Burt of that company. General Bates will estab- 
lish his headquarters some distance east of the post hos- 
pital on elevated ground overlooking the entire camp. 

It is not expected that the troops forming the garrison 
will be moved into camp with the other organizations 
to arrive here, although thev will participate in the ma- 
neuvers. The Sth Cavalry Squadron is practically with- 
out horses, having only twelve to each organization, so 
the manner in which it will be used is a matter of conjec- 
ture. The 28th Battery from Fort Leavenworth and the 
two Kansas light batteries will be camped on ground 
near the artillery post, thus forming practically an artil- 
lery brigade of seven batteries.

SEA GIRT RIFLE MEETING. 

A large attendance, remarkably high scores, and ex- 
cellent weather conditions, characterized the annual meet- 
ing of the N.R.A. of America, the New Jersey State 
Rifle Association, and the U.S. Revolver Association, held 
on the splendid range at Sea Girt, New Jersey, from Aug. 
29 to Sept. 2 inclusive. 

Interest was added to the meeting this year by the 
presence of a team from the U.S. Army and one from 
the U.S. Marine Corps, in addition to teams from various 
States. The Army team was in reality a scrub team, 
hastily gathered together. It had been intended to send 
the victorious team in the Army Infantry competition at 
Fort Sheridan, Ill., but by some oversight, orders were 
not issued before the team had disbanded and the men 
had departed on furlough. A few of the shots were se- 
cured, however, and with others hastily assembled the 
team was formed virtually at the eleventh hour. It was 
in charge of Major William A, Mann, 14th U.S. Inf., 
and, although far down the list in the big team contests, 
it deserves credit for its work. 

The team from the U.S. Marine Corps was in charge 
of Major C. H. Lauchheimer, U.S.M.C., and showed 
great improvement in its shooting over last year. In the 
Hilton trophy contest, for example, it was 69 points to 
the better of last year’s scores. 

The shooting in this match produced some remarkably 
high scores. It was won by the New York National 
Guard team, which broke all previous records by 39 
points, scoring 1,137 points out of a possible 1,260. The 
previous record was 1,098 points, held by the District of 
Columbia Militia team. New Jersey, which came in only 
14 points behind New York, also broke the old record by 
25 points. The District of Columbia team, which came 
in third, also broke its old record by two points. The 
New York team was in charge of Col. N. B. Thurston as 
captain, assisted by Capt. W. H. Palmer, 7th Regt., as 
adjutant. Of the 12 men shooting on th team, 6 of 
them were members of the 12th Regiment, a distinction 
highly creditable to that command. 

In the individual shooting in the same match, Private 
W. G. Hudson, of New Jersey, and Priv. H. H. Lezier, 
of Pennsylvania, made an aggregate of 101 points out of 
a possible 105, while Capt. F. L. Graham, U.S.A., Lieut. 
T. H. Holcomb, Jr., U.S.M.C., and Sergt. W. S. Lamb, 
of the 12th N.G.N.Y¥., each made full scores at the 600- 
yard range. 

The New Jersey team outshot all competitors in the 
Interstate military match, open to teams of 12 men, and 
beat the former record of 1,074 points by 8 points. New 
York and New Jersey tied for second place, with 1,074 
points, only 8 points behind the Jerseymen. 

As will be seen by reference to the tables we publish, 
there were other remarkably high individual scores in the 
several matches. 

Not the least important feature of the meeting was the 
trial of two new rifles, and ammunition belonging to the 
U.S. Government, under the direction of Capt. O. M. 
Lissak, U.S.A., who also had on the grounds two of the 
most expert mechanics in the employ of the Ordnance 
Department. One was Richard Hare, and the other 
Freemat Bull. Both have shot and watched the de- 
velopment of Government small arms for very many 
years. Mr. Bull is in his 68th year. 

The new rifles brought to Sea Girt resemble the 
Mauser. They are known as the U.S. Springfield maga- 
zine rifle, and the only difference is in the rifling. In 
one, the usual form of rifling prevails, while the other 
has what is called oval bore rifling, having 2 grooves. 
Both rifles have an 8-inch twist. The cartridge used 
contains 43 grains of powder, and a 220-grain bullet. 
Several expert shooters fired the new rifle for experi- 
ment, and they created a favorable impression. The 
trial was too limited, however, to give any decided 
opinion. The recoil was said to be greater than that of 
the Krag rifles. 

All the teams were equipped with the Krag rifle this 
year, which accounts for the superior scores made. It 
is hoped another year that the Army may have a team 
early on the ground, as such competitions in shooting 
between the Regular and State forces are of the utmost 
value and importance to both.

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Army Uniforms 
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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Some disquietude apparently exists in the general staffs 
of the armies of the Triple Alliance, because the cavalry 
of the armies of the Double Alliance has undoubtedly 
become superior, at all events numerically, to their own. 
In the event of war France could place in the field 327 
squadrons and Russia 711; or the two allies together 
1,038 squadrons. On the other side, Germany could mobi- 
jise 305 squadrons, Austria 252, and Italy 99; in all 746 
sal adrons, or 292 squadrons less than the Double Alli- 





The difficult problem raised by the training of officers 
is being a good deal discussed in France. At the pres-

\ new process of manufacturing guncotton charges for 
torpedoes, shells, submarine mines, etc., the Scientific 
American says, has been devised by the New Explosives 
Company, Ltd., of Stowmarket, England. Large charges 
are made by hydraulic pressure in a single homogeneous 
block, instead of being built up of a number of small 
serments. Hitherto it has not been possible to make a 
block exceeding a maximum weight of nine pounds or 
over two inches in thickness in one piece. The intro- 
duction of the hydraulic process has involved several im- 
portant changes in the manufacture of the guncotton, 
particularly in the working up of the pulp, by which 
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means all air is foreed out of it. Several safety devices 
are introduced into the hydraulic machinery, by means 
of which all danger of detonation is absolutely obviated. 
It has been proved that by this method about 15 
cent. more gun cotton can be contained within a specific 
area than with segment charges. Also, as the density 
is uniform throughout the block, detonation is far more 
perfect. According to results so far achieved, the cost of 
manufacturing is reduced by 25 per cent. 

During the firing of a royal salute on board the Victory 
recently, when the British royal yacht was entering 
Portsmouth Harbor, the charge in a gun on the port side 
of the ship exploded prematurely, killing an able seaman 
named Cosham and blowing off the thumb of another 
named Perry. It is said that the gun was sponged out 
properly and that Cosham was sitting astride the 32 pr., 
while Perry had his thumb on the vent. The charge ex- 
ploded before the lanyard was pulled, blowing Cosham 
through the gun-port into the sea, and injuring Perry so 
seriously that he had to be taken to hospital. As soon 
as the Shah’s visit to the King was terminated the facts 
were made known to his Majesty, who sent to inquire 
after the injured man. 

In a recent practice march made by the 14th Infantry 
Regiment of the Austrian army, stationed in the Tyrol, 
the regiment was instructed to cross the Zillerthal Alps 
from Maierhofen over the Schwarzenstein Glacier to 
the Ahrnthal, and carried out the order in most un- 
favorable weather, the men climbing to an altitude of 
more than 10,000 feet without accident or a single soldier 
falling out of the ranks. The regiment was in full 
marching order, but the troops carried alpenstocks as 
well as the ordinary equipment. Rain and, later, heavy 
snow fell and two glaciers were crossed in an icy wind, 
the men being roped together. This is the first time that 
a whole regiment has crossed so high a pass. On the 
same day the Ist Tyrolese Sharpshooter Regiment crossed 
the Hundskehljoch, 7,500 feet high, from Zimmerthal to 
St. Jakob, in the Ahrnthal, doing the distance in eight 
hours, without an accident. 

An exchange says that Scotland sets a shining example 
to the rest of the United Kingdom in the patriotism 
which sends her sons into the volunteer ranks in a con- 
siderably greater proportion than is the case in England 
and Wales. Thus the percentage of volunteers per head 
of population in Scotland is double that of England, and 
nearly double that of the Welsh principality. 

The France Militaire states that a new apparatus, 
devised by M. Vevry, of the French engineers, for the use 
of cavalry in crossing rivers has been recently tested. It 
consists of a light bridge, 72 feet long, supported by two 
boats, the whole weighing 14 ecwt. 41 lbs. The bridge is 
in sections, none of which weighs more than 48% Ibs., 
and the boats are each divided into two sections of T7% 
Ibs. in weight. The whole can be put together ready for 
use in ten minutes.

flat metal box of aluminum or copper, con- 
nected-to form a broad belt worn under 
the arms, weighing 500 metric grams and 
taking up little space when deflated. In 
the metal box is placed 40 or 50 grams of 
carbide of calcium. When the wearer of 
one of these belts plunges into a river 
water is admitted to the flat box by a valve. 
Acetylene gas is at once generated from 
the carbide of calcium, sufficient to inflate 
the belt with 12 or 14 liters of gas, giving 
a lifting power of 12 to 14 kilograms.
